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A SHOUTING CONVENTION 


THE NIGHT SESSION LONG AND 
UPROARIOUS. ' 

{HE CONVENTION ADJOURNS WITHOUT BAL- 
LOTING—EXTRAORDINARY ENTHUSIASM 
CREATED BY THE PRESENTATION 
SPEECHES—THE PLATFORM ADOPTED 
AND OTHER ROUTINE WORK DONE— 
THE BLAINE MEN STILL CONFIDENT OF 
SUCCESS—THEIR PLANS AND ESTIMATES,

CmcaGco, June 5.—When the delegates 
reassembled this morning there had been no re- 
markable change in the attitude of the contend- 
ing forces. Representatives of the Arthur men 
and of the Edmunds men had been conferring 
together. The Arthur leaders had been striv- 
ing to induce the followers of the Vermont 
Senator to give. them their votes and 
oin them in an attempt to defeat . Blaine. 

‘If you cannot come to stay,” they 
Pleaded, “come for the first ballot. That is 
the only way in which we can check the growth 
of the Blaine movement.” There were Ed- 
munds men who were willing and even anxious 
to go. There were other Edmunds men who 
steadfastly refused to yield and who laborea 
mightily with their wavering brethren, urging 
them to keep their lines unbroken. These men 
maintained that an alliance with the Arthur 
men, with Arthur for a candidate, would be ruin. 
In the first place, although they had reached 
the conclusion that Arthur’s cause was almost 
if not quite hopeless, they felt that a union of 
the Arthur votes and a majority of the Edmunds 
votes would give Arthur an advantage which 
might in some unforeseen way lead to his nomina- 
tion. In the second place, they felt that such an 
alliance, apparently made for the benefit of 
Arthur and to defeat Biaine, would probably 
@rive over to Blaine, on the second ballot, the 
disguised allies of Blaine in Illinois and 
Ohio and thus cause the very nomination 
which both parties desire to prevent. These 
men reasoned in this way: Blaine leads and ap- 
pears to be gaining every day. By holding the 
Arthur men and the Edmunds men firmly in line, 
and by encouraging the friends of the minor 
candidates to stand by their men, it may be pos- 
sible to prevent Blaine from getting a majority 
and to turn the attention of the leading spirits 
of the convention to some other man for whom 
Republicans everywhere could gladly vote. 

Sotheday began with the Biaine men apparently 
more confident than ever; with the Arthur men 
determined to hold their delegates, if possible; 
with some of the Edmunds men, especially in 
Massachusetts, almost panic-stricken and inclined 
to go to Arthur, and with the more independent 
of the Edmunds men hoping for a preserva- 
tion of the lines and for a favorable re- 
sult which they could not foresee, “ What 
are your latest figures?” I asked one of 
Biaine’s ablest Western leaders. “ Blaine has 
382,”’ he replied, ** without combinations, but we 
may not put in more than 318 on the first ballot. 
We are ready for the break in the Massachusetts 
delegation if it should come. We have just been 
in consultation with our friends in Illinois and 
Ohio. If the Edmunds men go to Arthur the 
Blaine men in Illinois and Ohio who are now 
supporting other candidates will at once come 
to us.” 

The statement that not all of the avowed 
Biaine men would vote for him on the first bal- 
lot was in accord with statements from other 
sources to the effect that Biaine’s managers bad 
provided for accessions which would seem to be 
genuine conversions on each of the first three 
baliots, with the expectation that this apparent 
evidence of steady growth would cause wavering 
Southern delegates to change their votes. *‘All we 
have to do,” said one of Blaine’s boasting lieu- 
tenarts, is to reach a certain point, which we 
shall reach on an early ballot, for then we shall 
get 27 votes from Illinois,a dozen from Louis- 
fana, and a dozen from Mississippi.” Other 
Blaine men declared that their. candidate would 
have 368 votes on the first ballot. The Arthur 
men, some of whom had been hard at work, were 
aot communicative, andit did not appear that 
they had made any converts. 


At the morning session the preliminary routine 
work of the convention was completed, although 
the transaction of business was greatly delayed 
by disorder. The decisions of the Committee on 
Credentials did not materially change the esti- 
mates which bad been made by the friends of 
the respective candidates, for they had been dis- 
counted. Seventeen delegates whose names had 
already been placed on the roll had their titles 
confirmed. In two districts the votes were di- 
vided between the sitting members and the con- 
testants, and the Mahone men from Virginia were 
admitted by a unanimous vote. This action had 
been generally predicted. While Mahone relied 
wpon the invitation contained in the National 
Committee's call and upon other evidences of 
téchnical regularities, he was also supported by 
thesympathy of many influential Blaine men 
from the West. Blaine knew very well that his 
managers could not oppose Mahone and demand 
the admission of the Straightouts without 
offending and repelling many of his most valu- 
able adherents in strong Biaine States. Mahone 
bas been one of the popular idols of the con- 
vention. 

The familiar proposition relating to a new ap- 
portionment of delegates, which was rejected 
some months ago by the National Committee, 
was the subject of a lively but one-sided discus- 
sion, and was again rejected. It had been pre- 
sented in the committee by Mr. Bayne, of Penn- 
tylvania, an enthusiastic Blaine man. The 
committee decided, by a vote of 2 
to 13, to make no change in the ba- 
sis of representation. The subject was 
brought before the convention by a minority 
report presented by Delegate Bishop, of Massa- 
chusetts. The proposed plan provided that in 
addition to the delegates assigned to districts, 
without regard to the political condition of these 
districts, additional delegates shall be assigned 
to represent Republican majorities in districts 
where there are such majorities. While 
this plan has been advocated heretofore 
by many intelligent Republicans, without 
regard to their Presidential preferences, 
it has found its most ardent supporters 
among the friends of Blaine. The adoption of 
such a plan would have increased the number of 
Blaine delegates by increasing the number of 
delegates in States where the Republicans have 
large majorities. To-day, however, the Blaine 
men saw what the temper of the convention was 
and: shrewdly refrained from saying a good 
word for the plan. Its adoption was stronzly 
opposed by one or two of them and 
by several delegates from the South, one 
of these being Mr. Lynch. The argument which 
was presented most forcibly was that it would be 
anfair to measiire the number of delegates from 
the South by the number of votes polled by Re- 
publicans in States where the great majority of 
Republicans rre not allowed to vote or are 
cheated out of their votes after they nave been 
cast. The national Republican Partw it was 
said, ought not to accept, as a basis of represen- 
tation, the handful of votes in the South which 
Democratic bull-dozers and ballot thieves allow 
to be counted and to be placed in official returns, 
No vigorous attempt was made to present the 
arguments on the other side. No one felt like 
offending the Southern delegates, and the sup- 
porters. of Blaine vied with the supporters of 
Arthur in trying to show that the old plan should 
be retained. After the minority report and res- 
olution had been kicked from one State to an- 
other they were withdrawn by Mr. Bishop. 

A practical result of civil service reform legis- 
lation Was seen in the adoption of a rule provid- 
ing in an indirect way that no Federal officer 
shall be a member of the Republican 
National Committee. The new committee will 
be Geprived of the cservices of several 
eminent politicians now holding office. because 


they cannot serve as members without exposing 
themselves to trial and conviction under the 
Civil Service Retorm act for having solicited or 
received the contributions of money from other 
Federal officers. The long platform was well re- 
ceived, F. D. BR.

THE NOISY BLAINE MEN. 
HOW THE NIGHT SESSION WAS PROLONGED 


BY THE UPROAR THEY CREATED.

CONVENTION Hau, Cuicaco, June 5.— 

When the evening session began the most im- 
portant work of the convention was near at 
hand, for the nominations were to be made, 
The great ball was packed from end to end, 
The memorable scenes of the convention of 
1880 were recalled by the frenzy of the delegates 
and spectators. When the names of favorite 
candidates were mentioned in the eulogiums of 
the selected orators it was apparent from the 
first that most of the noise was to be made 
hy the followers and admirers of Blaine. Three- 
fourths of the seats reserved in the galleries and 
elsewhere for spectators were occupied by 
them. These persons and the Blaine delegates 
were not content with applauding the speak- 
ers who described the shining qualities of their 
man, but the occasional allusions to him, cour- 
teously made by the representatives of other can- 
didates, brought them again and again to their 
feet with cheers and yells. Their conduct 
became exasperating to the speakers toward the 
end of the session. After Judge Foraker, 
who nominated Sherman in an excellent speech, 
had been forced by their interruptions to re- 
main silent for nearly five minutes, he sharply 
reminded them that they ‘should not 
holler until they had got out of 
the wvods,” and added that the party needed not 
so much the brilliancy of genius as it did the 
safer brilliancy of common sense and a candi- 
date whose record should not only challenge but 
also defy assault. 

Senator Edmunds was nominated at 12, and the 
speech of his advocate, ex-Gov. Long, was the 
best of the series. The nomination was seconded 
in an admirable and effective mauner by George 
William Curtis, of New-York. F. D. R.

MOTIONS TO BEGIN BALLOTING.

CoNVENTION HALL, CuicaGo, June 6.—At 
12:45 o’clock, contrary to expectation, Judge 
Foraker moved that the convention pro- 
ceed to ballot for President. Senator Stew- 
art, of Pennsylvania, a Blaine man, immediately 
moved that not only one ballot but five should 
be taken before adjournment. Mr. Thurston, of 
Nebraska, in whose ear Elkins had been whisper- 
ing, jumped upand moved that a recess be taken 
until 10 o’clock to-morrow, and Mr. Dutcher, of 
New-York, arose and opposed this motion. A 
viva voce vote having been taken, Mr. Thurston 
demanded a call of the roll of States. 

When the State of New-York was reached Mr. 
Lawson asked that the delegation should be 
polled, Mr. Curtis having announced that 29 had 
voted for adjournment and 43 against. The call 
revealed 27 for adjournment and 41 against. At 
that point the votes forand against were very 
nearly equalin number, the Blaine men gener- 
ally having voted to adjourn. 

LATER.—Botb sides finally agreed to adjourn 
and the delegates dispersed to reassemble at 11 
o’clock A. M. ee F. D. R. 


THE ROUTINE WORK COMPLETED. 
THE REPORT ON CONTESTED SEATS UNAN- 
IMOUSLY ADOPTED—A LONG DISCUSSION 
CREATED BY THE REPORT ON RULES— 
THE PROPOSED NEW APPORTIONMENT 
FOR DELEGATES WITHDRAWN AFTER 
MANY PROTESTS FROM THE SOUTH.

CuicaGeo, June 5.—George William Cur- 
tis, Andrew D. White, and Theodore Roosevelt 
walked together into the convention this morn- 
ing, and slowly made their way along the narrow 
passage leading to the seats assigned them. The 
convention had adjourned last night to meet to- 
day at 10 o’clock. It was past 10, and the hall 
was filling upslowly. Attherear dark streams 
of people were making their way down the stair- 
ways to the seats sloping up to the banner- 
covered wall, and other streams were making 
their way up from below and steadily flowing 
into the long lines of chairs, By and by 
the regular rows of faces sweeping clear across 
the hall and back to the extremest line of seats 
were in order. Other long rows of faces, most 
of them beneath bonnets, looked across the great 
body of delegates from the three rows of boxes 
at the sides of the hall. The ladies were more 
numerous than yesterday, and their fans fiut- 
tered not only in the private boxes but all along 
the sloping seats at the rear and from the bal- 
conies, that hang as if suspended from the spring 
of the arched roof. On the stage there wasagain 
a company of privileged persons, many Senators, 
a few Representatives, and the long lines of 
stenographers who are making the word-for- 
word report of the proceedings. The sun had 
not come out, and the light that reached part of 
the convention left one side of it in shadow. 
Tom Donaldson came in with the Pennsylvania 
delegation. He did not go home last night, as 
he had promised to do, with the record of 
Blaine’s nomination on the first ballot. Col- 
lector Robertson, who took his place at the end 
ot the second row, on the left of the New-York 
delegation, was in fine spirits, and he told a 
friend who inquired about the situation: “ You 
can say to our friends here and in New-York 
that Blaine will be nominated on the third 
ballot.” Mr. Curtis smiled serenely at this, and 
the tireless Roosevelt, not at all jaded with his 
all-night efforts to strengthen the line of opposi- 
tion to Blaine, listened to the talk of dele- 
gates, who have learned to consult him 
on every important point or suggestion 
that comes up, and only stopped long 


enough to say: “I guess not.” The genial 
Dutcher, who for the time has dropped all 
thought about nominating Arthur, and is de- 
voting himself solely to the sufficiently difficult 
task of Gofeating Blaine’s nomination, laughed a 

uiet little laugh, and advised Robertson that he 
should not be too sure before the vote was cast. 
* See to itthat you don’t give us a chance, be- 
fore the third ballot, to break your centre and 
turn both your flanks, as we did on Tuesday in 
the fight over Clayton.” Mr. A. 8S. Draper, the 
Albany opponent of John F. Smyth, sat with 
his straw haton. He is only half adelegate now, 
for the Committee on Credentials has decided 
that both the Lay on and Smyth factions are to 
be admitted with half a vote each. 

The band peeves at intervals, and just before 
11 o’clock Chairman Henderson rapped for order. 
The knots of delegates who lingered in the aisles 
broke up and dropped into their seats. The Ser- 
geants-at-Arms tenderly, even politely, endeav- 
ored to drive stupid feliows who hung about the 
irout off to the sides of the hall. After a few 
moments of confusion and delay, order was se- 
cured. The Chairman bowed to a middle-aged, 
spare, gray-bearded man who stood near. He 
stepped forward, the heads of many of the as- 
sembied thousands were bent, and the third day 
of the convention proceedings were opened wit 
a prayer full of earnestness, free from offensive 
political allusious, and not at all colloquial or 
oratorical. 

THE CONTESTED SEATS. 


Delegate Ballard, of Vermont, then presented 
the report of the Oommittee on Credentials. 
The committee had been in session almost con- 
tinually since Tuesday morning. Mr. Ballard 
spoke briefly of its arduous labors. Its delibera- 
tions had been entirely harmonious, he said. No 
one had asked whether a claimant was a sup- 
porter of Blaine or of Arthur or of Logan or of 


Sherman or of Edmunds. The only question had 
been: “Is the claimant rightfully entitied to 
a seat?” The committee had unanimously 
agreed upon a report. The report was 
read by Judge Fort, of New-Jersey. It 
was brief. The sitting -delegates, Siaughter 
and Threatt, First District of Alabama; Mosely 
and Bingham, Seventh District of Alabama; 
Maloy and Carter, Fourth District of Texas; Wil- 
son and Blue, First_ District of Georgia; Ruger 
and Piper, Second District of Illinois; Farley and 
Bragg, First District of Kentucky; Jordan and 
Rogers, Fourth District. of aryland, and 
O'brien and Brady, Sixth District of New-York 
were given seats. The committee recommended 
that in the Nineteenth District of New-York the 
sitting delegates, Campbell and Griggs, and the 
contestants, Lamb and Houek, be i 
each Of the four delegates ‘being 
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vote. There was a 
contest in the Twenty-first District of 
Pennsylvania with reference to one sit- 
ting delegate. James E. Sayers. The committee 
recommended that the seat. be given to him. 
The committee Usaaimouny serosa to recom- 
mend that in the Fifth Dist of Kentucky, the 
sitting Cotegetss, Brown and Miller, and the con- 
testants, Wilson and Minton, be admitted, each 
to have one-half of a vote. Both parties had 
consented to this settlement. By a unanimous 
vote the committee had decided that Mahone 
and his companions from Virginia should be 
seated. The report was promptly accepted and 
approved.

THE NEW RULES. 

There was a long and confused debate upon 
the report of the Committee on Rules. The con- 
vention was very clearly beyond the Chairman's 
control. Almost innumerable amendments were 
offered. The rules as finally adopted are as fol- 


lows: 

RULE 1. This convention shall consist of a number of 
delegates from each State to double the number of its 
Senators and Kepresent#tives in Congress. and two 
pom each Territory andtwo from the District of Co- 
jum bia. 

KULE 2. This convention sball be en- 
eral parliamentary laws, taking Cushing's Manual! as 
aupneetty, except so far as provided in the fullowing 
rules: 

RuLe 8. When the previous question shall be de- 
munded by a majority of the delegates from any Sta‘e, 
and the demand be seconded by two or more States, 
und the call be sustained by a majority of the conven- 
tion, the question shali then be proceeded with and dis- 
posed of according to the rules of the House of Kepre- 
sentatives in similar cases. 

Rue 4. Upon all subjects before the convention 
the States shall be cal! in alphabetical order, an 
next the Territories and the District of Columbia. 

RULE 5. The report of the Committee on Credentials 
shall be disposed of before the report of the Committee 
on Resolutions isagreed upon, und the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions shall be dispo of before 
the convention proceeds to the nomination of the can- 
diaates for Presidentand Vice-President. 

KULE 6. When a majority of the delegates of any 
two States shal] demand that the vote be recorded, the 
same eball be done by States, Territories, and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, the Secretary calling the rol) of the 
States and ‘lerritories and the District of Columbia in 
the order hereinbefore stated. 

RULE 7. In making the nomination for President and 
Vice-President, in no case shal! the calling of the roll 
be dispensed with. When it shai! appear at the close of 
any roll-call that any candidate bas :eceived a major- 
ity ofull the votes to which the convention, by the 
call of the National Committee, is entitled, the Presi- 
dent of the convention shall announce the question to 
be: “Shall the nomination be unanimous?” Butif no 
cundidate shall have received a majority of the votes, 
the Chair sha!l direct the vote to be again taken, which 
shall be repeated until sume candidate shall have re- 
ceived a majority of the votes cust, and when any 
State bas announced its vote it shall so stand until the 
ballot is announced, unless in cause of numerical error. 

RULE 8. In the record of the vote by States, the vote 
of each State, Territory, andthe District of Columbia 
shali be announced by the Chuirman, and in case the 
vote of any State, Territory, or the District of Colum- 
bia shall be divided, the Chairman shal] announce the 
number of votes cast for uny candidate for or against 
any proposition; but if exception is taken by any dele- 

te to the correctness of such announcement by the 

Shairman of his delegation, the President of the con- 
vention shall direct the roll of members of such delega- 
tion to be called, and the result shall be recorded in ac- 
cordance with the votes individually given. 

RULE 9. No member shall speak more than once 
upon the same question, nor longer than five minutes, 
unless by leave of the convention, except in the pres- 
entation of names of candidates. 

RULE 10. A Republican National Committee shall 
be appointed, to consist of one member from each State. 
Territory, and the District of Columbia. The roll shall

and the District of Columbia shall name through its 
Chairman # person to act a8 a member of such commit- 
tee; proyided, that no person sball be a member of the 
committee who is not eligible ae a member the Elec- 
toral College; suid committee shail issue the call 
for tne meeting of the National Convention 
six months at least before the time fixed for 
said meeting, and each mgressional district 
inthe United States shall elect its delegates to the 
National Convention in the same way as the nomina- 
tion for a member of Congress is made in said district; 
that in the Territories the delegates to the convention 
shall be elected in the same way as the nomination of 
delegates to Congress is made; und said National Com- 
mittee shall prescribe the mode for electing the dele- 
gates for the District of Columbia, An alternate dele- 
gate for each delegate to the National Convention, to 
act in case of the absence of a delegate, shall be elected 
in the same manner and at the same time as the dele- 
gate is elected. 

RULE 11. All resolutions relating to the platform 
shall be referred to the Committee on Resolutions 
without debate. 

All of which is respectfully submitted. 

The rule relating to the election of delegates is 
a substitute offered by Mr. Grow, of Pennsyl- 
vania, for the rule as to that subject reported 
by the committee. The reported rule did not 
ory the manner in which district delegates 
should be chosen, but allowed the National Com- 
mittee to decide upon apian. The rule as adopt- 
ed provides that in choosing delegates the plan 
pursued in nominating members of Congress in 
the respective districts shall be followed. Mr. 
Grow, in supporting his substitute, said that its 
adoption would prevent confusion. . He also re- 
marked that it would be the part of wisdom to 
reduce the number of delegates so that a Repub- 
lican convention might be a deliberative y. 

Half an hour wasspent in ptofitiess discussion 
about fixing the time when the State delegations 
should’be required to name the members of the 
National Committee. It was finaliy decided that 
if any delegations were not ready to report, they 
would potnpomnene pease in the call. 

Mr. Thurston, of Nebraska, discovered that 
oneof the rules provided that a nomination 
should be made by a majority of the votes cast, 
and moved toamend so that no one could be 
nominated by less than a majority of ali the del- 
egates elected and entitled to seats. The amend- 
ment was adopted. 

It was also discovered by Delegate Magee, of 
Pennsylvania, that one of the rules, as adopted, 
would allow the Chairman to announce, before 
the end ofa roll-call, that a candidate had re- 
ceived a majority. Delegate Winston, of North 
Carolina, ins that this rule should be amend- 
ed so that an announcement could not be made 
until after the end of the roll-call. The Chair- 
man said that whatever the rule might he would 
never make a premature announcement. The 
Arthur men thought they saw in the wording of 
the rule a Blaine trick to enable the Chairman 
or the occupant of the chair to cause a stampede 
at a critical moment before all of the States had 
voted. The rule was amemded in accordance 
— the suggestions made by Mr. Winston and 
others. 

Delegate Roosevelt, of New-York, inquired 
what the committee had done with the proposi- 
tion that there should be a reapportionment of 
delegates made upon a new basis of representa- 
tion. Headded that he knew that there had 
been a strong feeling in the committee and in 
the convention in favor of some reorganization 
by which the representation in the next conven- 
tion should be made more nearly in proportion 
to the number of the Republicans in the ub- 
lican States. The Chairmanof the committee 
explained that after the other rules should have 
been disposed of a majority and minority report 
upon this subject would be presented. 

legate Sanders, of ontana, offered an 
amepdment providing that no person shall bea 
member of the National Committee who is not 
eligible as a member of the Electoral College. 
The full meaning of this proposition was not 
—— understood until Senator Hoar, at Mr. 
Sanders’s request, made an explanation. When 
the Senator arose he was heartily applauded by 
the deiegates, who remembered his admirable 
service in the chair four yearsago. He showed 
that under the civil service act no person bolding 
a Federal office can lawfully be, either directly 
or indirectly, interested in receiving or solicting a 
contribution of money for political purposes 
from any other Federal officer. The National 
Committee solicits and receives such contribu- 
tions, and if any Federal officer isa member of 
that committee he will be liable to prosecution 
and punishment under the law. No person hold- 
ing a Federal office can lawfully serve as a mem- 
ber of the Electoral College. Therefore Mr. San- 
ders’s amendment providing that no person not 
eligible to the office of Elector sbal] be a member 
of the National Committee would, in an indirect 
way, accomplish the result desired and prevent 
the selection of any Federal officer to be a mem- 
ber of the National Committee. The amendment 
was adopted. 


THE APPORTIONMENT OF DELEGATES, 
The Committec on Rules was now prepared to 
submit that portion of its report upon a revised 
apportioument of delegates to the National Con- 


vention upon which the members were of a di- 
vided opinion. W. H. Parks, of California, pre- 
sented the majority report, which recommended 
a plan of electing delegates, deviating in no par- 


ticular from that which was followed in electing 


delegates to the present convention. The mi- 
nority report was submitted by Robert R. 
Bishop, of Massachusetts, the candidate against 
Gov. Butler two re ago. This provided that 
each State should be entitled to four delegates 
at large and one additional ior each representa- 
tive at large, each Territory to two at large. 
each anon district to one delegate, and 
to one additional for every 10,000 Republican 
votes or majority fraction thereof cast at the 
last preceding Presidential election. There were 
some cheers from the Blaine men to the left of 
the stage, for this plan of representation was 
similar to a Blaine plan presented four years 
ago, and one, by the way, which, if it had been 
adopted, would have given him at least 50 more 
delegates on the floor of to-day’s convention 
then his managers can count for him. A South- 
ern delegate excitedly moved to table the minor- 
ity report amid the sympathetic shouts of the 
entire Southern and South-western delegations. 
Mr. Bishop very briefiy insisted that National 
Conventions should be correct exponents of Re- 

ublican sentiment and votes in the several 
Btates, for equality of representation ought to 
be recogn as the first requisite in these con- 
ventions. 

There was an excited clamor for recognition 
from all over the tioor. Judge W. R. Gardner, 
of Indiana, was recognized. He haa the floor 
long enough to express the hope that the mi- 
nority report would be adopted, for it contained 
a propesson entirely in msopiog with the genius 
of the Republican Party. e plan decreased 
no representation in the districts, but only in- 
creased it in the Republican districts.” His 
declaration that Indiana was prepared to vote 
tor it was applauded heartily from the vicinity 
of the Pennsy!vania delegation. 

These were the ot eee that were made 
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their criticisms, and the Chairman gave them the 
rein. A heavy, broad-shoulderea delegate from 
Kentucky, W. O. Bradley, who has recently been 
selected to prosecute the star routers, in forcible 
nena, which was frequently interrupted 
with applause, regretted the presentation of such 
& proposition in a Republican conven- 
tion, and declared that he could readily 
understand that it would find favor in 
® Democratic convention. Florida, in 1876, 
he reminded the convention, gave the party a 
President, a reminder which was received with 
some feeble applause, as if tempered with re- 
tlections upon the sort of a President which the 
fam 6 in that yeur fell heir to. He warned North- 
ern delegates — disturbing the present plan, 
and declared that, if the Republicans of the 
North had stood more firmly by the Republicans 
of the South, the party in that section would be 
to-day in a better condition. There was a possi- 
bility of West Virginia, North Carolina, and 
Florida electing Republican Electors, in spite 
of Democratic shot-guns, if no such obstruction 
as this was thrown in their way. 

* Do not impose any such burden as this upon 
Southern Republicans,” said E. L. Lampson, of 
Ohio, in his protest against the report, “ for the 
Democracy has already disfranchised them.” 
The Ohio delegation cheered furiously. 

Congressman John R. Lynch, of Mississippi, 
had risen to speak just before Mr. Lampson ob- 
tained recognition. There were cheers and calls 
for the colored Mississipian as soon as the Ohioan 
resumed his seat, and the late temporary Chair- 
man of the convention mounted his chair and 
calmly waited for the applause to subside. The 
hall became so silent that his voice could be dis- 
tinctly heard in its furthest corners. He asked 
the convention to consider the effect of the 
adoption of the minority report. While in 
Northern States, where Republicans could se- 
cure free and pure elections, no great change 
would be wrought by the new lan, 
in the Southern States, where Republicans 
were denied these privileges of freemen, a dis- 
astrous change would be the resut. By adopt- 
ing the minority report the convention would 
say to the ballot-box stuffers and the shot-gun 
holders: “* We wiil give you the benefit of the 
colored population of the South in the Electoral 
College, but we will at the same time inflict upon 
the colored man, whose vote you have sup- 
pressed, the additional blow of turning him out 
of a Republican convention.” If the Gov- 
ernment would pass a law absolutely 

reventing fraudulent methods of count- 
ing ballots, tben Southern Republicans 
would offer no objection to a _ changed 
representation. The reason why the Republican 
vote in those States was not larger than the elec- 
tion figures indicated was because it was fraud- 
eyo counted. [Applause.] In his own case 
he had proof of this, for at least 5,000 votes were 
cast for himself when he ran for Congress that 
were counted for his Democratic opponent. 
Adopt this report and a Republican convention 
would say: * We will admit you on the basis of 
a vote which the Demecrats have chosen to give 
you.” (Laughter and apolause.] Southern Ke- 
publicans had been compelled to adhere to the 
vote wnich had been recorded for them in 1873-4 
because they had never been permitted by the 
Democrats since then to find out what their 
actual vote was. 

In behalf of the Republicans of the border 
States, William Warner, of Missouri, entered an 
emphatic protest. E. W.: Weeks, of Iowa, said 
that the Republican Party struck down the Re- 

ublican States in 1876, and that it could not af- 

ord to repeat its course. Far better would it be 
for the William Mahones of the party to be en- 
couraged. 
Martin I. Townsend, of New-York, clambered 
into his chair and, in emphatic language, told the 
delegates that in the investigations of 1876 
there were found 20,000 more Republicans 
than Democrats in Soutn Carolina; 15,000 
more Republicans than Democrats in Mississippi; 
a very large majority of Republicans in Florida 
and a fair majority in Louisiana. ‘“ How would 
it look, then, for this convention,” asked he, 
* to disfranchise these brave-hearted men in the 
South?" Mr. Townsend was recognized as an 
Arthur man from the President’s own State, 
and was warmly applauded. His forcible style, 
his large, round head, with its white hair closely 
cropped, and his gestures, in which head, body, 
and arms all play a part, made the United States 
District Attorney for the Northern District of 
New-York a conspicuous figure and riveted the 
attention of the Southerners. 

Judge West, of Ohio, secured the eye of the 
Chairman and was recognized,and while many 
other delegates were clamoring for recognition 
he rosetoachair. He is tall, somewhat spare, 
sallow,gray-haired,and gray-bearded. He leaned 
upon his cane and upon the shoulders of a fellow- 
delegate. His eyesare closed. He does not see 
the convention, but he knows all that has been 
done.'. His keen ear, perpen by the loss of 
one sense, has followed and enabled him to com- 
prehend ali that has been going on. When he 
speaks it is with a sharp, clear, penetrating 
voice, and the whole convention heard his words 
of earnest advocacy of the majority report. 
The Republican Party had not yet fulfilled its 
mission, he said. It had secured the personal 
liberty of a race of bondsmen, but their political 
liberty had not yet been assured. By the grace 
of God, it would certainly live until the homes 
of Mahone and O’Hara and Lynch were fully 
represented; [applause.] till the scenes of 
Copiah and Danville were impossible under the 
flag of ourcountry. [Applause.] He trusted he 
should never know the time when Republican 
representation in a National Convention would 
be determined by Democratic shot-guns. [Ap- 
plause. } : 

Ex-Goy. Long, of Massachusetts, recognizing 
the temper of the convention to be strongly ar- 
rayed against the minority report, and admitting 
that its importance justified consideration by 
some future convention, moved to table it. 
There were dissenting cries, and a disposition 
was manifested to hear otner delegates who were 
seeking to speak. 

Chauncey I. Filley, of Missouri, favored an in- 
creased representation of Republican States, but 
no decrease in the number of delegates to which 
the South is now entitled. He wanted to know 
what would be done, under this plan, with the 
60,000 Republicans of Missouri who voted with 
the Greenbackers and elected enough Republic- 
ans to make possible the organization of the 
Forty-seventh Congress by representatives of 
the Republican Party. 

Another colored delegate, Congressman James 
E. O'Hara, of North Carolina, spoke earnestly 
against the report, which, if adopted, would in- 
troduce a plan that would deprive the South of 
54 delegates. Just so much as representation 
was reduced in National Conventions just so 
much would the Democrats be encouraged to 
reduce the number of Republicans in Congress. 
Ten or 15 votes in Congress might be secured 
next year, butif this report was adopted a cor- 
poral’s guard would not be elected. [Applause.] 

Powell Clayton, whose close-cropped blonde 
hair and blonde mustache and_ imperial 
were noticed by ex-Congressman McKinley 
who had been called to _ preside, stood 
upon a chair, his white badge, carry- 
ing the coat of arms of Arkansas in gilt, showing 
on his breast. His armless sleeve, which he has 
not yet explained was made armless by accident, 
hung in plain an. The convention was grow- 
ing restive and impatient for action upon the re- 
aos. Much of what Mr. Clayton said was lost, 

hough enough was heard to ascertain that 

the reason that the Southern States contrib- 
uted no Republican votes to the Electoral Col- 
lege was because there appeared to be no power 
under the Constitution which enabled the Gov- 
ernment to go into those States and see that the 
votes were fairly counted. 

The unpopularity of the report was now so ap- 
parent that Mr. Bishop arose and withdrew it, 
saying that its friends bowed to the sentiment of 
the convention and desired to be understood as 
feeling as much interested in Southern Republi- 
cans as any Republicans in the convention. The 
announcemert was heartily applauded, and the 
ani A report of the Rules Committee was 
promptly adopted. 


THE PLATFORM. 

Next came the platform. “If Mr. Grow, of 
Pennsylvania, will temporarily relieve me,” said 
the presiding officer, ** I will read it myself.” A 
thick-set gentleman of medium height, clean- 
shaven face, with sharp, roving eyes anda de- 
termined chin, somewhere in the forties, stepped 
from behind the desk as Congressman Grow en- 
tered it, and William McKinley, Jr., of Ohio, who 
was robbed of his seat by the Democrats in Con- 
gress, was before the convention. Mr. McKinley 
is possessed of a clea”, steady voice, capable 
of reflecting: the emphasis which marks a 
pause of particular importance. President 
Arthur's Admini-tration was comivended in con- 
servative language, which had the effect of 
winning applause. The plank upon sheephus- 
bandry and the necessity of its protection was 
heartily applauded, and a tremendous cheering 
followed the p ntation of that idea, that 
while the United States would retrain from en- 
tangling alliances with foreign powers, they 
would also expect that foreign powers would re- 
frain from medaiing in American affairs. There 
were equally emphatic responses when the sub- 
jects of a restored navy, the suppression of 
polygamy, theimportation of contract labor, the 
revision of the tariff, and the protection of 
American industries and labor were touched 
upon. There were renewed demonstrations of 
satisfaction when, upon the motion of Mr, 
Parks, of California, the platform was adopted. 
It is as follows: 

The Republicans of the United States, in National 
Convention assembled, renew their allegiance to the 
principles upon which they have triumphed in six suc- 
cessive Presidential elections, and congratulate the 
American people on the attainment of so many results 
in legislation and administration by which the Re- 
publican Party bas, after saving the Union, done so 
much to render its institutions just, equal, and benefi- 
cent--the safeguard of liberty and the embodiment of 
the best thought and highest purposes of our citizens. 

The Republican Party has gained its strength by 
quick and faithful response to the demands of the 
people for the frecdom and the equality of all men, for 
a united nation assuring the rights of all citizens, for 
the glevation of labor, for un honest currency, for 
purity in Iegisiation, and for integrity and account. 
ability in ali departments of the Government; and it 


accepts anew the duty of leading in the work of prog- 
ressand reform. 

We lament the death of President Garfield, whose 
sound statesmanship, long conspicuous in Congress, 
gave promise of a strong and romps crag cen DF 
tion, a promise fully realized during the short period of 
his office as President of the United States. His dis- 
tinguished success in warand in peace has endeared 
him to the hearts of the American people. 

In the Administration of President Arthur we recog- 
nize a wise, conservative, and patriotic policy, under 
which the country has been blessed with remarkable 
prosperity, and we believe his eminent services are en- 
titled to and will receive the hearty approval of every 
citizen. 

It isthe first duty of a good Government to protect 
the rights and promote the interests of its own people. 
The largest diversity of industry is most productive of 
general prosperity and of the comfort and inde- 
pendence of the people. Wetherefore demand that 
the imposition of duties on foreign imports shall be 
made, not for revenue only, but that, in raising the re- 
quisite revenues for the Government, such duties shall 
be so levied as to afford security to our diversitied in- 
dustries and protection to the rights and wages of the 
laborer, to the end that active and intelligent labor, as 
well as capital, may have its just reward and the labor- 
ing man his full share in the national prosperity. 
Against the so-called economic system of the Demo- 
cratic Party, which would degrade our labor to the 
foreign standard, we enter our earnest pro- 
test. The Democratic Party has failed completely 
to relieve the people of the burden of unnecessary 
taxation by a wise reduction of the surplus. The Re- 
publican Party pledges itself to correct the inequalities 
of the tariffand to reduce the surplus, not by the vi- 
cious and indiscriminate process of horizontal reduc- 
tion, but by such methods as will relieve the tax-payer 
without injuring the labor or the great productive in- 
terests of the country. We recognize the importance 
of sheep husbandry in the United States. the serious 
depression which it is now experiencing, and the dan- 
ger threatening its future prosperity; and we therefore 
respect the demands of the representatives of this im- 
portant agricultural interest for a readjustment of duty 
upon foreign wool, in order that such industry sbail 
have full and adequate protection. 

We have always recommended the best money known 
tothe civilized world, and we urge that an effort be 
made to unite all commercial nations inthe establish- 
ment of an international standard which shall fix for 
ull the relative value of gold and silver coinage. 

The regulation of commerce with foreign nations and 
between the States is one of the most important pre- 
rogatives of the General Government, and the Repub- 
lican Party distinctly announces its purpose to support 
such legislation as will fully and efficiently carry out 
the constitutional power of Congress over inter-State 
commerce. The principle of the public regulation of 
railway corporations is a wise and salutary one for the 
protection of all classesof the people, and we favor 
legislation that shall prevent unjust discrimination and 
excessive charges for transportation, and that shall se- 
cure to the people and to the railways alike the fair and 
equal protection of the laws. 

We favor the establishment of a national bureau of 
labor, the enforcement of the eight-hour law, a wise 
and judicious system of general education by adequate 
appropriation from the national revenues wherever 
the same is needed. 

We believe that everywhere the protection toacitizen 
of American birth must be secured to citizens by 
American adoption, and we favor the settlement of 
national differences by international arbitration. 

The Republican Party having its birth ina hatred of 
slave labor, and in a desire that all men may be free and 
equal, is unalterably opposed to placing our working 
men in competition with any form of servile labor, 
whether at home or abroad. In this spirit we denounce 
the importation of contract labor, whether from Europe 
or Asia, asan offense against the spirit of American 
institutions, and we pledge ourselves to sustain the 
present law restricting Chinese immigration and to 
provide such further legislation as is necessary to carry 
out its purposes. 

The reform of the civil service, auspiciously begun 
under Republican administration, should be completed 
by the further extensicn of the reformed system 
already established by law to all the grades of the 
service to which itis applicable. The spirit and pur- 
pose ofthe reform should be observed in all execu- 
tive appointments, and all laws at variance with the 
objects of existing reformed legislation should he re- 
pealed, tothe end that the dangers to free institutions 
which lurk in the power of official patronage may be 
wisely and effectively awarded. 

The public lands are the heritage of the people of the 
United States, and should be reserved as far as possi- 
ble for small holdings by actual settlers. We are op- 
posed to the acquisition of large tracts of these lands 
by corporations or individuals, especially where such 
holdings are in the hands of non-resident aliens, and 
we will endeavor to obtain such legislation as will 
tend to correct this evil. 

We demand of Congress the speedy forfeiture of all 
land grants which have lapsed by reason of non-com- 
pliance with acts of incorporation io all cases where 
there has been no attempt in good faith to perform the 
conditions of such grants. 

The grateful thanks of the American people are due 
to the Union soldiers and sailors of the late war, 
and the Republican Party stands pledged to suitable 
pensions for ali who were disabled, and for the widows 
and orphans of those who died in thewar. The Re- 
publican Party also pledges itself to the repeal of the 
limitation contained in the arrears act of 1879, so thar 
all invalid soldiers shall share alike, and their pensions 
shall begin with the date of disability or discharge, and 
not with the date of the application. 

The Republican Party favors a policy which shall 
keep us from entangling alliances with foreign nations, 
and which shall give the right to expect that foreign 
nations shall refrain from meddling in American af- 
fairs. The policy which seeks peace and can trade with 
all powers, but especially with those of the Western 
Hemisphere. 

We demand the restoration of our navy to its old- 
time strength and efficiency, that it may in any sea pro- 
tect the rights of American citizens and the interests of 
American commerce, and we call upon Congress to re- 
move the burdens uncer which American shipping has 
been depressed, su that it may again be true that we 
have a commerce which leaves no sea unexplored and 
a@ navy which takes no law frém superior force. 

Resolved, That appointments by the President to 
offices in the Territories should be made from the bona 
fide citizens and residents of the Territories which they 
are to serve. 

Resolved, That it is the duty of Congress to enact such 
laws as shall promptly and effectually suppress the sys- 
tem of polygamy within ourterritory and divorce the 
political from the ecclesiastical power from the so-called 
Mormon Church, and that the law so enacted should 
be rigidly enforced by the civil authorities if possible, 
and by the military if need be. 

The people of the United States, in their organized 
capacity, constitute a nation, and not a mere confed- 
eracy of States. The National Government is supreme 
within the sphere of its national duty, but the States 
have reserved rights which should be faithfully main- 
tained; each should be guarded with jealous 
care, so that the harmony of our system of 
government may be preserved and the Union be 
kept inviolate. The perpetuity of our institutions 
rests upon the maintenance of a free ballot, an honest 
count, and correct returns. We aenounce the fraud 
and violence practiced by the Democracy in Southern 
States, by which the will of the voter is defeated, as 
dangerous to the preservation of free institutions, and 
we solemnly arraign the Democratic Party as being the 
guilty recipient of the fruits of such fraud and vio- 
lence. 

Weextenda to the Republicans of the South, regard- 
less of their former party affiliations, our cordial 
sympathy, and pledge to them our most earnest afforts 
to promote the rassageof such legislation as will se- 
ecureto every citizen, of whatever race or color, the 
fulland complete recognition, possession, and exercise 
of all civil and political rights. 


NAMING THE NATIONAL COMMITTEE MEN. 

There was some confusion following the an- 
nouncement that the platform had been adopted, 
and many delegates who supposed that it was in 
order to make nominations jumped to their feet 
and demanded recognition by the Chair. Mr. Hen- 
ry Cabot Lodge, standing upon his chair, asked for 
information. He wanted to know about the or- 
der of nominations, but had only begun to ex- 


pam when the Chair recognized Col. Bayne, of 
ennsylvania, who requested that the roll of 
States be calied and that the Chairman of each 
State delegation announce thechoice of the State 
for its rep ntative on the National Com- 
mittee. A Georgia delegate wanted to have 
this business yesvenes. n order to allow the 
States which had not decided upon a Chair- 
man to choose their representativ: but the 
convention had already agreed thatthe States 
which had not decided should have leave to 
name their committeemen in their own time, and 
Chairman, Moiinley decided that the conven- 
tion would hear the announcements. The 
roli was called. Alabama _ responded first, 
droppin Paul Strobach for William 
Youngblood. Arkansas named Powell Clay- 
ton, its present representative. C.ilifornia and 
Colorado were not ready to name, and were 
pans . Connecticut, represented since Mr. 
ewell’s death by Senator Platt, seiected Samuel 
Fessenden. Deluwure, in place of Christian Feb- 
iger, named Duniei J. Layton. Fiorida and

Kansas was passed,and Kentucky sub- 
stituted J. Z. Moore for William O. Bradley. 
Louisiana was not ready to announce its choice. 
Maine droppee Senator Frye and put J. Man- 
chester Haynes in his place, while Mary- 
land retained James A. Gary. Massachu- 
setts elected ex-Congressman W. W. Crapo 
to succeed John M. Forbes. Michigan 
ut John E. Sanborn in the lace of 
cames H.S. Stone. Minnesota asked for more 
time to select its member. Mississippi added to 
Jonn R. Lynch’s honors by naming him as the 
successor of George C. McKee, and Missouri 
Sropees Chauncey I. Filley for ex-Congressman 
Rk. T. Van Horn. Nebraska also dropped its last 
representative, James W. Dawes, selecting 
Church Howe in his place. Nevada and New- 
Hampshire were passed. New-Jersey dropped 
George A. Halsey for Garrett A. Hobart. New- 
York, in place of Thomas C. Platt, named 
John D. Lawson, and North Carolina 
took L. W. Humphrey in place of 
W. P. Canaday. Ohio appointed A. L. 
Conger to take the place of W.C. Cooper. In 
pince of ex-Senator J. H. Mitchell Orexon named 
ohn T. Apperson. Pennsylvania, in place of 
Don Cameron, named Galusha A. Grow. Ten- 
nessee was passed. Texas took C. C. Binckley in 
place of Gen. A. G. Mallory. Vermont was not 
ready to announce. Virginia, in_ place of 8. M. 
Yost, chose F. S. Blair. West Virginia took a 
new man, John W. Bentner, in place of John W. 
Mason. Wisconsin, in place of Elihu_ Enos, 
named Edward Sanderson. Arizona, the District 
of Columbia, New-Mexico, and Washington were 
passed. Dakota and Idaho chose new represent- 
atives, as did Montana. Utah retained C. W. 
Bennett and Wyoming retained J. M. Carey. 

The motion for a recess coming from Mr, 
Henry Cabot Lodge did not meet with approval 
by the Blaine men. They wanted to go on with 
the nomination of candidates, have all the candi- 
dates presented during the afternoon session, 
and go on with the balloting at the night session, 
or at another session to be held to-morrow morn- 
ing. They were ready and anxious to begin, but 
they did not wish to have the balloting inter- 
rupted when it might be possible for Blaine’s 
opponents, after a vote, to make combinations 
suggested by the first ballot. The Chairman, 
however. promptly put the motion, listened for 
the yeas, and declared the motion carried. The 
Blaine men growled a little as the great audience 
slowly moved out of the building and the dele- 
gates hurried back to the hotels. 


THE PRESENTATION SPEECHES. 
AN ENORMOUS AND ENTHUSIASTIC CROWD 
PRESENT AT THE EVENING SESSION— 
WILD DEMONSTRATIONS WHEN FAVOR- 
ITE CANDIDATES WERE MENTIONED— 
THE SPEECHES AND THEIR EFFECT. 
From Staff Correspondents of the Times. 

CONVENTION HALL, CurcaGco, June 5.—A 
grand audience gathered inthe convention hall 
at the night session. At 6:30, along Michigan- 
avenue. opposite the entrance to the hall, crowds 
of peopie assembled, a part of them holding 
tickets of admission and by far a larger part be- 
ing without them. It tooka long time for the 
police on duty to straighten the lines of appli- 
cants for admission and to restrain the crushing 
mass at the entrance for delegates. All sorts of 
people got through. Before 7 o’clock the hall, 
vast as it is, was crammed. The persons who 
issued the tickets had plainly given out 
agreat many more tickets than the hall could 
accommodate. By the time the Chairman had 
arrived and the band had added to the noise of 
the thousands and thousands of spectators, the 
hall above and below, stage and galleries, was 
jammed. Every available foot of the hall was 
occupied, A ggeat deal of trouble was given to 
the press correspondents, as they were en~- 
tirely unprotected against the rush and push 
of the crowd coming in. The guards were 
powerless and entirely ineffective. Seats were 
appropriated by persons who were not entitled to 
them or to any place in the convention inside 
the space allowed to delegates. Ladies came in 
to find no seats and scarce standing room. Most 
of them were crowded back against the boxes or 
forced into the side aisles, where they were 
packed together in masses. A’*few of those who 
could find no seats were accommodated with 
places in seats gallantly surrendered by the 
Pennsylvania delegation. The heat soon became 
intolerable, and the occupants of the boxes 
erected by the directors of the Exposition Build- 
ing high up on the sides of the wall above all the 
lights, fluttered their fans as if the sultriness 
was oppressive. 

Order was not easily commanded by the 
Chairman. It took 10 minutesto bring the au- 
dience to a condition of comparative quiet. 
Then Gen. Henderson announced the business 


on hand to be the nominating of candidates. 
Col. T. M. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, whose facility 
of speech had compelled him to speak po er 
ly during the afternoon, was the first delegate 
to address the Chairman. He perhaps expressed 
the desire of the Blaine men of the convention 
to gain time, when he made the motion to have 
the roll of States again called for the nomina- 
tion of representatives on the National Commit- 
tee. It was not necessary, for the States which 
had not appointed were iat liberty to fill the 
places at any time. But the calling of the roll 
would take time and put off the first ballot until 
to-morrow. That would suit the Blaine men. 
They had been disappointed because the nomi- 
nating speeches were not made in the afternoon. 
They had hoped that betorea recess was taken 
the names of ali the candidates would be before 
the convention, so that when the convention 
reassembled the balloting could go on with- 
out interruption. The Blaine men were deter- 
mined not to permit one ballot aloneto be taken 
and an adjournment ordered, so as to give the 
anti-Blaine men a chance to combine. So every 
use of time early in the evening was regarded as 
favorable to the scheme to have the first ballot 
taken to-morrow. Mr. Bayne’s motion did not 
embrace much time, however, nor did that of 
Mr. Silas B. Dutcher, which followed it. Mr. 
Dutcher offered a resolution directing the issue 
of 500 additional tickets of admission for veteran 
soldiers and sailors, and called for its immediate 
consideration. It was passed without objection 
amid tumultuous applause. 

“The roll of States will now be called, and 
candidates will be placed in nomination,” an- 
nounced Chairman Henderson. 


GEN. HAWLEY NOMINATED. 
Secretary Stone called the roll. Alabama, Ar- 
kansas, and California were passed without re- 
sponse. When Connecticut was called Mr. August 
Brandegee rose and walked forward down the 


crowded aisles toward the platform. There were 
cheers as he appeared upon the stage. His figure 
was clearly defined against the background of 
faces in the slope behind him, bit his features 
w-reinshadow. Hespoke with manly earnest- 
ness for Gen. Joseph K. Hawley, of Connecticut. 
He very sensibly warned the convention against 
the danger of a fata] choice; reminded his hear- 
ers of Gen. Hawley’s record as a journalist, sol- 
dier, and legislator. The Connecticut delegation 
cheered vociferously, its members standing upon 
their chairs to wave their hats and handker- 
chiefs. There was applause in other parts of the 
hall, but not a great deal among the delegates. 
The New-York City delegates did not appear to 
like his references to the * machine” and “polit- 
ical bummers,” nor did the convention give that 
attention it deserved to his assurance that Haw- 
ley’s nomination would cause no powder to be 
burned to fire in the backs of leaders. Mr. 
Brandegee’s speech was as follows: 

MR. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN OF THE CONVEN- 
TION: Weare here to select a Chief Magistrate for 33 
Stutes and fifty-tive millions of people. If we choose 
wisely, the selection of June will be the election of 
November, and March wil! inaugurate, in lineal and 
continuous succession, the seventh Kepublican Presi- 
dent of the United States. |Applause.) If we be 
welded to a fatal choice, the solid South, which has al- 
ready captured the Capitol, will occupy the White 
House, and the results of the war will be ro led back- 
wurd foru generation. Theaccred.ted Republicans from 
every State und from ali the ‘lerr.tories represent a 

rty to the w.sdom and patriotism of whose great 
iberality human liberty and human progress owe 
more than to any other political o:gaPization since 
governments were instituied among men. To it im- 
partial history will accord a union saved, a Cunstitu- 
tion maintained and re-enthused with a large spirit of 
liberty; a race emancipated, senfrunchised, regen- 
erated; and with such a proud history in the past and 
such high hopes for the future, we stand pledged, Sir, 
not to make shipwreck of an organization in which 
the interests and honor of our vountry ure silll 
wrapped up.

When the name of Illinois was called, the 
Chicage friends of Senator John A. Logan set up 
a shout and the audience joined in prolonged! 


applause. . Senator Cullom, of that State, picked! 
his way to the platform and stood before the: 
convention to discharge the duty which the 
Illinois delegates had intrustedto him. It was 
easy to see by the yells with whicb the name of 
Senator Logan was received that the ticket of 
admission had done its effective work. The Illi- 
nois delegutes stood up and shook their hats, the 
Southern delegates followed their example, and 
the galleries were not a whit behind them ia 
their lavish display of enthusiasm. Senator Cul- 
lom pictured the war record of the son of Illi- 
nois, and over this the convention was genuinely 
epthusiastic. The pomination was seconded by 
Gen. B. M. Prentiss, of Missouri. The galleries 
frequently invited Mr. Prentiss to come off the 
platform, and he finally took the hint. 


THE PLUMED KNIGHT LOUDLY CHEERED. 
The name of Indiana was reached and passed— 
there was no response, no favorite son to ba 


placed in the field. The name of Maine wag 
hardly off the Chairman’s lips when the whole 
building was alive with an excited crowd that 
cheered and yelled and shouted as if 
it was mad. The stamping of —_ 
produced a sound resembling the roll o 

distant thunder. Men and women shook their. 
hats, their fans, their handkerchiefs, as they rose 
in theirseats. “* Let him haveali the fun now; 
they won't have it when the votes are taken,” 
exclaimed Wheelhorse Dutcher, of the Arthur 
brigade. The 27 Blaine delegates of New York 
stood up as one man and howled as ten thousand. 
Collector Robertson got up on his chair 
and waved his tall white hat, while the per- 
spiration rolled off his face. Speaker Sheard also 
mounted his chair and shouted. The President’si 
New-York * boys” did not get up in their chairs,, 
but kicked on the floor lustily with their heels. 
Full 10 minutes this demonstration of mingled 
madness and delight continued. Meanwhile, 
Ohio’s blind orator, Judge William H. West, wag 
being Jed to the platform to make the speech 
nominating James G. Blaine. An altogether too! 
»revious Ohio delegate on the floor interrupted 
ake by giving a whoop for James G. Blaine. He 
was hissed for his impudence. 

“Who shall be your candidate ?” asked the 
biind orator. 

“ Blaine, Blaine, Bigine ! was shouted from 
one end of the building to the other. The Logan} 
men shouted, *“ Logan, Logan!” with great 
vigor, and the Hawley men called out for their 
candidate. From al! over the hall went up: 
cries also for Arthur, but the Blaine 
shout drowned all the others. Mr. Blaine’ 
seems fated to _ receive his quadrennial 
nomination from the lips of some one whe 
is equally fated to make a slip of the tongue. 
Mr. West was the unfortunate one on this occa-< 
sion. “Nominate a Wall-street candida e and 
the hand of resurrection will not fathom his No- 
vember grave,” was a sentence which grated 
harshly upon the ear and was received in dead 
silence. It left a sting as well, for President Ar- 
thur had many hundred friends in the Chicago 
Convention Hall. Mr. West spoke as follows:

The brazen throats of can- 
non in yonder square waiting to herald the result of 
this convention would not have time to cov) before his 
name would be caught up on ten thousand tongues of 
electric fame. it would sweep down from the old Pine 
Tree State. It would go over the hills and valleys of 
New-England, It would insure you Connecticut by 
10,000 majority. [Applause.) It would weld together 
with fervent heat the dissensionsin New-York. [Ap- 
plause.] It would blaze through the State of Garfield. 
that daughter of Connecticut more beautiful than her 
mother. (Applause. } 

The most extraordinary scenes followed the 
delivery of tbe words which placed Mr. Blaine in 
pomination. The audience and the convention 
caught up the magic word Blaine. The applause 
rose and fel! like the breakers rushing up on the 
sands. Again and again it subsided only to 
burst forth again with increasing strength. 
A garlanded helmet, with its snow white 
plume, was raised from the platform upon 
the point of a color etandard. A long, joud 
shout signaled its recognition. Flag after flag 
Was stripped from the decorations of the galler- 
les and waved in the air. One of them slipped 
from the fingers of its bolder, and its heavy 
standard carried it with crushing effect upon 
the crowd below. A Republican was struck 
down in its flight, and was carried unconscious 
out of the hall. 

Ex-Gov. Davis, who followed Judge West, had 
been so impressed by the speech of the Ohio ora- 
tor that he bezan his sneech by expressing the 
belief that Biaine’g nomination was a torerone 
conclusion. Mr. “Davis's speech was not im- 
pressive, his voice being too weak to car- 
cry down the great hail. But the audi- 
ence had tired itself out, and what 
with the exercise of hat and handkerchief 
waving, shouting, flag wafting, and whistling, it 
was giad to Jet Mr. Davis's rather fiat encomiums 
pass with slight recognition of approval. His 
best point was made without mention of the 
name, at the expense of the iate Senator 
fonkiing. when he said for Blaine that in the 
ght of 1880 he did not sulkin his tent or ex- 
ress disaapproval of the nomination of Garfield, 
ut lent his aid to the election with cheerfulness 
and good effects. 

A true Southern speaker was Mr. J. Z. Moore. 
of Kentucky, who also approved the nomina- 
tion of Blaine. He wanted to exercise no dicta- 
tion, as from a Democratic State, to States hav- 
ing Republican majorities at their backs. Mr. 
Moore’s speech was short. ; 

But who is this who comes to the platform, this 
small, black-bearded, timid man, who leans a lit- 
tle as he walks,and toys with his beard as he 
reaches the stand and faces the audience? Who, 
indeed, but Thomas C. Platt, one of the latest 
converts from Conklingism to Blaineism. Platt’s 
hollow voice, pleading for Blaine’s nomination 
as an act of justice, and because “his gurn” 
had come, did not stir the audience, and 
there was but faint applause when he appealed 
to “the friends of Blaine” to “stand firm, stay 
solid.” He did not say that he would be giad to 
see Blaine elected or utter any sentiment he 
would not beable toexplain away when heshould 
be found reioicing at his old-time enemy's de- 
feat. When he closed several of the delegates in 
the New-York section and persons in the gallery 
shouted, * Conkling! Conkling!" ‘“* Now, let us 
bear from Roscoe Conkling.” 

YELLING FOR ARTHUR. 

Massachusetts was called, but there was no re- 
sponse, and delegates wondered whether Senator 
Hoar was after all to place Senator George F. 
Edmunds in nomination. Then came the name of 


New-York and tbe turn of President Arthur's 
friends to do the shouting. His ottice-holders and 
delegates discharged their duty with all their 
power of lung and foot. The galleries were far 
from enthusiastic. An ovation, of which any 
American might well feel proud, was tendered 
the Empire States and its only, stick of 
Presidential timber. Four-fiiths of the 
Pennsylvania delegation kept their seats 
and maintained Rn rigid silence. It 
was Wheelhorse Dutcher’s turn to sbout and 
saw the air with his siik handkerchief. James 
D. Warren mopped his head and waved his fan to 
and fro. The oldstalwart guurd well knew the 
effect of a wind, and they furnished it 
With the fury of a gale. The Northern 
and Southern pensioners upon the Government 
Treasury worked as they have not worked be- 
fore in months, perhaps yeurs. “Keep it 
up.” they yelled to one another, and hurrahs 
Were given that could only come from stal- 
wart lungs in sound working order. The 
band down the hall struck up an_ air 
and for some reason suddenly abandoned it. 
“You've got the gailery and we've got the 
floor,” angrily roared an Alabama man at tie 
galleries, which were preserving a wignified 
silence. Tbe applause was pr.-longed beyond the 
' endurance of these reserved spectators, and they 
began to hiss like geese. Martin I. Townsend 
came promptly forward at this point and pro- 
ceeded to nominate Chester A, Arthur. His 
speech had not the effect of arousing enthusiasm 
beyond the President’s delegates on the floor. 
The spectators grew aputnetic as the speech 
went on and had to be rapped to order more 
than onee for their indulgence in conversation. 
Mr. Townsend referred rather brusquely to New- 
York politics and to the New-York machine, and 
a sneer at Roscoe Conkling and Tom Platt turn- 
ing its crank was greeted with derisive laughter 
oy Mr. Arthur’s friends. Asan orat rical gem, 
Mr. Townsend’s speech was not remarkably val- 
wable. It was “ven melancholy at times, and 
twice at ieast was punctuated with hisses. It 
Was as follows: 

MR. PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN OF THR CoN- 
VENTION: America is proud of her great men, the Re- 
publican Party is proud of her great men, and the great 
Men of America are in the Republican Party. LAp- 

lause.} It has warmed the cockles of my heart to bear 
he eulogies and to see the scenes of to-night. Labsute not 
one whit from the speakers who nave uttered the eulo- 
gium in my admiration of those men. I come here to 
aay amen, and thrice amen, as to the achievement of 
the Republican Party, including the glorious history of 
the gentlemen whose numes huve been presented here. 
I come here, however, totalk about the wellbeing of the 
Republican Party in the future, andT say to the gen- 
tlemen of this convention that however joyous Our 
evening interview may be, there ix a very grave re- 
spon -ibility resting nponmus that has got to be borne 
and dided by cool and deliberate judgment. The aues- 
tion is, how shall we put ourselves beforethe American 

opie in shape to carry their suifrages at the next 

‘ovember election. And it is # serious question. 
We muy obtain the assent of this body, and 
yet ovr work is not done. We have got to 
go down to the constituencies that sent 
us here. We have got to shape our auction so that it 
shall commend itself tothe men that go to church, to 
the clergymen, to the Elders, to tue Deacons, and the 
members and the citizens that attend the churehes—all 
that fear God and love the Repubiic have got to can- 
Vass our action and pass in judgment upon whut we 
bave done. 

Now, how shall we meet the views of those ple? I 
come to speak to you in carrying out what I believe is 

‘ost likely the wish of the electors of this country—the 

ublican electors. 1 have to speak of the in- 
dividual.

Bingham, Representative in 
Congress trom Pennsylvania, then took the plat- 
form amid cheers from all parts of the hail.

With 
great energy, in a clear, ringing voice, he be- 
gan by assuring the convention that ee mem 
vania would in November give 30,000 majorit 
for the nominee of the convention. The" boys” 
all over the ball cheered his manly defense of 
Arthur’s Administration, and as he went on 
making a much better speech than the Presi- 
dent’s District Attorney had done, he munaged 
to get to the end without provoking the de- 
risive applause or hisses that had been 
elici'ed by some of Mr. Townsend's ill- 
judged utterances. While Gen. Bingham 
was talking, Mr. Townsend made bis way 
back to the New-York delegation, where he was 
grasped by one hand by Collector Robertson and 
politely congratulated tor hisspeech. Mr. Bing- 
ham, in mentioning the name of Rutherford B. 
Hayes, was interrupted by a tew sharp 
hisses, followed hy a volume of applause 
that quite covered up the expressions of 
disapproval. A graceful allusion to George 
William Curtis, as the triend of civil service re- 
form, was warmly applauded. In moderate and 
well chosen words he rebuked the careless 
utterances of Judge West, who had so cavalierly 
waved off the State of New-York as unworthy 
of serious consideration. 

Ex-Congressman Lynch, of Mississippi, fol- 
lowed in a dignified speech favoring the nomina- 
tion of Gen. Arthur. The delegates besxan to 
be restless after the exhausting demonstrations 
indulged in earlier in the evening. Some of 
them escaped for a while from the close atmos- 
phere of the hall. Spectators who had got tired 
of standing in crowded aisles, and who had be- 
come convinced that the convention would not 
ballot to-night, consulted their comfort and 
went away. No more earnest praise of Arthur 
= reg by anybody than was spoken by Mr. 

yoch. 

Of a different sort was the appeal of the bois- 
terous Mr. Winston, of North Carolina. He gave 
glowing assurances of the cordiality with which 
the peop'e would respond to Arthur’s nomi- 
nation. Falling into a rambling disquisition, 
the convention strai htway began manifesting 
its desire to be rid of Mr. Winston, and iust as he 
was wrought up toa fine frenzy he gratified the 
convention by stopping. 

A confirmed Blaine man shouted: “I move 
that this convention adjourn,” while some 
of the Arthur men were calling loud- 
ly for “Pinchback, Pinchback.” The Chair- 
man put the motion to adjourn. The affirma- 
tive responses were weak and scattering, while 
the nays were loud and strong—especially 
from the qetertes. Mr. P. B. S. Pinchback, 
wh» had n conferring with his dele- 

ation, made his way to the platform. 

{x-Senator ange did not make any 
effort to dissuade Pinchback from answer- 
ing the call for him to speak. Nor did 
he express any great anxiety to be him- 
self allowed to second Arthur's nomina- 
tion. .Mr. Pinchback made by all odds the 
best argument that had been put forth for Ar- 
thur. It was full of shrewd allusions to business 
men, and it took no very cute political turn 
when he called upon all colored men in the 
convention to give the lie to the report that men 
of their race who were delegates had been bought 
and sold by voting for Arthur. 


JOHN SHERMAN’S CHAMPIONS. 
Nobody can doubt, after hearing the manly 
speech of Judge J. B. Foraker placing 
in nomination John Sherman, of Ohio, 
that the audiences of to-day are willing 
to listen to sensible young men when 
they have something sensible to say. Late as 
was the hour, and wearied as were the del- 


egates and the audience, they listened 
patiently and with the deepest interest 
to Judge Foraker as he _ recited the 
history of Ohio's candidate. The contrast be- 
tween their treatment of the youthful speaker 
betore tien and that which they bad 
iven there jast half-aozen speakers was in- 
eed marked. ‘It was a manly speech which 
he made, delivered in a + meg | manner. He 
alluded to his own admiration for tne brilliant 
genius of the man from Maine, and im- 
mediately another storm of applause 
burst upon the house, which continued for 
many minutes. The plumed helmet was seized 
by two ardent Blaine men and borne from 
one end of the _ buildin to the oth- 
er, the crowds watching its progress and 
cheering it lustily. Five, seven, ten minutes 
were devoted to bowling, cheering, and frantic 
waving of flags. The roar and how! of the 
crowd in the galleries seeme! spontaneous 
but it was revived when it seem 

likely to droop under the stimulating 
intluence of the adroit managers who were 
sprinkled about the hall. The band played but 
no man could tel! what.

applause. His peroration was magnificent, and 
when he dwelt upon the last words, in repeating 
the word * honorable,” giving it a splendid ring- 
ing significance, he was rewarded with an ova- 
tion of applause which any candidate and any 
orator would be proud to receive. 

It was after. midnight when George William 
Curtis advanced to the front of the plat- 
form to second the nomination so 
grandly made by Gov. Long. The greeting 
Oo him was such as might have been 
expected from a convention which has been sin- 
ga arly free from bitterness of personal feeling. 

is speech, not so rugged as that of 
Gov. ng, was direct and forcible, warn- 
ing the convention of the watchfulness, hunger 
and thirst of the Democratic Party for power 
and spoils. He reminded the convention 
that it must fight the party with a 
knight like him of old, without fear 
and without reproach. With great skill 
and force, he told the audience that to_make 
every Republican State certain, every Demo- 
cratic State uneasy, every douhtful State cer- 
tain, and awake the old-time Republican en- 
thusiasm, he took great eegenre in seconding 
the nomination of George F. Edmunds. 

The roll of States was now complete. The 
Blaine men had been moving about all the even- 
ing urging a delay in the taking of the first 
ballot. heir designs were nown and 
their purpose suspected. Judge Foraker 
only voiced the views of the friends of 
probably every other candidate, when he caught 
the Chairman’s eye, and, in his clear, ringing 
voice, moved that the ballot for the nominee be 
taken. Senator Stewart, of Pennsylvania, 
moved that five ballots be taken  be- 
fore adjournment. Cheers were given by the 
Blaine men, and they were redoubled when J. M. 
Thurston, of Nebraska, moved that a recess be 
taken until morning, and on that motion de- 
manded a poll of the delegates by 
States. The roll-call was watched with breath- 
less interest. The Arthur men were intensely 
interested, and they worked among the oppo- 
nents of Blaine with all their might to defeat an 
adjournment before at least one ballot was 
taken. Upon the result of the ballot, as every- 
body realized, depended opportunities for combi- 
nation against Blaine, and this was exactly what 
the Blaine men feared. A New-York granger 
disputed the tally of the New-York delegation, 
and John D. Lawson demanded that the delega- 
tion be polled. There were some absentees and 
the vote stood 41 nays to 27 yeas. The Pennsyl- 
vania delegation was also polled. The Blaine 
people were defeated by a vote of 391 to 410. 

A MOB OUTSIDE OF THE HALL. 

During the evening session an immense crowd 
besieged the outside of the conventio= 
building, and, as it gathered in vol” 
ume, it finally became so _ boisterous and 
unruly as to call for the intervention of 
the police. Few, if any of them, had tickets of 
admission, and if they had they would have 
been of no use, as every seat in the 
building and ail the available standing 
room was occupied. It finally became necessary 
to close the doors against the outside pressure, 
but this only served to anger the crowd and renew 
its determination to gain entrance. There were 
by this time 9 5,000 people in the street 
fronting the building, who re-echoed the cheers 
of the throng inside, and exhibited even more 
excitement than the followers of the 
“Plumed Knight” at every mention of 
the name of their chief. Some ‘of the 
more desperate of the crowd attempted to gain 
an entrance to the building by force, and at one 
time the convention was in imminent danger of 
being burst in upon anda overrun by a howling 
mob. Fortunately at this juncture a squad of 
policemen arrived on the ground, and after ar- 
resting a few ringleaders restored order and pre- 
vented the convention from being broken up and 
dispersed in disorder. 


WHY LINCOLN SHOULD BE CHOSEN. 
LETTERS AND TELEGRAMS RECEIVED BY 
MR. ROOSEVELT SHOWING THE POPU-

MENTOR, Lake County, Ohio, June 3, 1884.

WAITING AT WASHINGTON.

WHAT THE LONDON TIMES SAYS. 

Lonpon, June 6.—The Times, in a lead- 
ing editorial this morning, says: ‘There is 
nothing new or unexpected in the platform 
adopted by the Republican Convention 
at Chicago. Judging from past experi- 
ence, civil service reform may ve regard- 
ed as a promise and nothing more. It was 


a plank in the platform of the Republican Con- 
vention of 1880, and will probably reappear on 
many future occasions. It is difficult to 
believe that the Republicans are sincere in the 
the matter, while the Democrats are not 
likely after a long exclusion trom power 
to relinquish so potent a party weapon as the 
rinciple of the spoils to the victors. The exist- 
ng situation may be described as Blaine against 
the field. Judging from the experience of the last 
convention the chances of both Blaineand Arthur 
of ultimately obtaining a decisive majority are 
not very great.

PRINCE VICTOR AND HIS MONEY. 


Paris Dispatch to the London Times. 

Ireported yesterday what people were 
saying here of arupture between Prince Napo- 
leon and his son, Prince Victor. I thought it de- 
sirable to test the accuracy of rumors respecting 
an act very simple in itself, buf which political 
zeal had designedly magnified. There can be no 
doubt that if what was reported had occurred— 
that is to say, if Prince Victor had quitted 
the parental roof in consequence of po- 
litical disunion—the young Prince’s partisans 


would probably have gradually driven him to 
hoist flag against flag, and to proclaim him- 
self the sole and true representative of the 
Napoleonic doctrine. By this means the Bona- 
partists, though separating into two camps, 
would have acquired much greater influence; tor 
the more or less latent partisans of the empire 
would have shown warmth for or against one or 
the other of the two sections, and the whole 
»arty would have been enlivened. It was there- 
ore of some interest to ascertain what had really 
passed, and what was the exact import of this 
much-discussed separation. The story rests on a 
very natural desire, and one characteristic of 
Prince Victor’s youth; but the facts render the 
rumors set afioat well-nigh ludicrous. 

The truth is that Prince Napoleon, intention- 
ally or out of thoughtlessness, allows Prince Vic- 
tor the almost ridiculous sum, for one in his po- 
sition, of & per annum for his expenses. 
Prince Victor is young in every sense of the 
word. He has numerous opportunities for amuse- 
ment, and he regrets the necessity of renouncing 
them. Itis easy to understandtbat anallowance 
of 7,500f. oblizes a youthful Prince to undergo 
ah nee privations,and keeps him from the cost- 

y pleasuresot hishabitual companions. Prince 
Victor was impatiently desiring the means of 
testing the life he longed for, when Mme. Auban 
Mo#t, the heiressof the house of Mo#t, of cham- 
pagne celebrity, died. This lady left a fortune of 
60,000,000f. to her husband; but she provided in 
her will that, if he predeceased her, Prince Victor 
should succeed to her fortune. She died; her 
husband survived her and succeeded to her fort- 
une. He felt, however, a kind of scruple at tak- 
ing everything, and mace, indirectiy, overtures to 
Prince Victor, with the view of presenting him 
with what was a small part, it istrue, of so im- 
mense a fortune, but was nevertheless a consid- 
erable sum, for it amounted to one or more mill- 
ions of francs. M. Auban’s intermediaries then 
placed themselves in communication with Prince 
Napoleon and Prince Victor, in order to ascer- 
tain what steps should be taken to carry out M. 
Auban's intentions. The negotiations have not 
yet Jed to any result. 

But Prince Victor, with the impetuosity of 
youth when a dream is near realization, as soon 
as he knew what was going on, and Jearned from 
friends, anxious to give him the good news, that 
he was about to become possessed of a consider- 
able fortune for a young man, hurried to one of 
his intimates, vho happened to have a younr 
man’s lodging to iet, and, as if the 
millions were already at his command, 
wished to choose these apartments. This 
is the whole story. Contrary to what has 
been said, there have thus far heen only 
negotiations, nothing as yet being settied. M. 
Auban fs still master of his whole fortune, and 
there is nothing to show that an arrangement 
will be made. As tothe question of whether or 
not there are political differences between 
the father and the son, such differences 
do exist. Prince Victor does not share the 
tendencies of bis father; and he especially 
objects to Prince Napoleon leaning ever 
so little toward the republic. In fact, it has 
been pointed out to him that a man is something 
when he is the son of an Emperor, or even of a 
pretender; but that the son of a President of 
the Republic is simply the son of his 
father, and nothing more. He _ therefore 
certainly disapproves of his father’s demo- 
cratic policy, and when, some time ago, he was 
shown Prince Napoleen’s letter, in which the 
Jatter in a fashion recognized the republic, 
Prince Victor said, * It might have been worse” 
—a characteristic utterance, showing that the 
father’s policy is not approved by the son, but 
that the son is not very much shocked or 
alarmed by the parental opinion. I am con- 
vinced, in fact, that at present politics are not 
the ruling preoccupation of the young Prince, 
and that he would willingly let his father com- 
promise the imperial poly on condition of 
being permitted to live according to his taste, 
which at present is for the gayeties of youth.

GEN. JOSHUA L. CHAMBERLAIN DESCRIBES 
HOW THE NEWS WAS RECEIVED BY 
THE ARMY OF THE POTOMAC. 

From the Boston Congregationatist. 

The surrender was over. Lee’s army hal 
ceased to be. That solid and glittering phalanx 
which had engaged all our energies through four 
yearsof mortal struggle had yanished as into 
air. Thearmsthat had poured such storms of 
death upon us had been laid at our feet. The 
flags that marked the path of that stubborn 
valor which gave to a false cause a glory not its 
own had been jaid forever down. The men 
whose word of honor given never to strike again 
at the old flag had changed them from enemies 
to fellow-countrymen, had scattered on their 
homeward way, near or far, and left the field 
desolate, and us also. The very object of our 
existence was gone. 

So it was no longer with senses and mind alert, 
but in a pensive or listless mood, that we set ou 
through rain and mud to retrace our fields and 
marches, fo return to the constitutional author- 
ities our insignia of war, and to resume the 
peaceful works of citizens. A day's march took 
usto Farmville, Va. It was Sunday at about 
noon that we entered a beautiful grove m the 


suburbs for a camp. The sun had now come 
out, anda soft airand brilliant light lay on the 
scene. It was a Sabbath peace. The old First 
Division, swart and worn and torn as its battle- 
fiags, betook itself to rest. 

Head-quarters had been taken in the yard of 
an old mansion of the better class. Here, to- 
ward evening, a fine German band came over 
from one of the brigades, kindly offering to play 
us some of their choice music. They were in the 
midst of a bright and joyous strain, when there 
came galloping up the old familiar figure—the 
mud-splashed, keen-eyed cavalryman message- 
bearer. It was no uncommon thing to receive 
a military telegram, but something in the look 
of the messenger made me step apart from the 
company as 1 took this. I read, as I remember, 

us: 


WASHINGTON, April 15, 1865. 

The President died this morning. Wilkes Booth the 
assassin. Secretary Seward dangerously wounded. 
The rest of the Cabinet, Gen. Grant. and other bigh 
officers of the Government included in the plot of de- 
struction. 

The first thought was of our soldiers. They, 
for every reason, must be held in hand. “Tell 
the brigade commanders to put a double guard 
on their camps immediately, and not allowa 
man to leave.” This was the first word spoken. 
At a sign to the band they gently withdrew. The 
army could be trusted well to bear any blow but 
this. Thei: love for the President was something 
marvelous. After each great success or great 
reverse he had boen accustomed to come out to 
see them. That honest, homely face, showing 
how heavily bore the terrible burden that had 
come upon him—of settling the “ irrepressible 
conflict” which for a century had to be man- 
aged by compromises—that look of an 
infinite sa@mess in the eyes that rested 
on these men as the only instruments 
with which tofulfill histask, but yet shrunk from 
the sacrifice, had taken strange held of the sol- 
diers’ hearts. Now the cowardly, brutal blow, 
when his words of gentleness were still warm as 
the breath of tHe returning Spring, must stir 
them totheir deepest. It would take but little 
to rouse them to a frenzy of blind revenge, And 
right betore them lay a city—an inviting and 
easy prey to vengeance. Large quantities of 
goods had been stored there, it was said; many 
citizens had gathered thers for safety against the 
marauders of a demoralized country; ayoung 
ladies’ seminary, we were told, serving especially 
asa sort of sanctuary in those troubled times. 

How could we be sure that change of century 
had made men different from what they were 
when Tilly at Magdeburg, Cromwe!! at Wex- 
ford, or Wellington at San Sebastian, had been 
powerless to restrain dire passions excited by far 
jess cause? How could we be sure that lessons 
and thoughts of home, and the discipline and 
habit of the field, would be sufficient to hold 
within bounds of patience men who saw that 
most innocent and best beloved the stricken vic- 
tim of infernaloutruge? I knew my men—long- 
suffering and self-controlled; but what if now 
this blackest crime should fire their hearts to in- 
stant and exterminating war! 

Buta heavier responsibility, perhaps, awaited 
us. Strange forebodings pressed upon the mind. 
It seemed as if the darkest things were yet to 
come; as it, now that men of honor had given 
up the fight, it had fallen to baser hands: as if 
victory, magnanimity, and charity were all to 
avail nothing before the sullen treacheries that 
lurked in the capital. 

As I was pacing the ground, wrapped in anx- 
ious thoughts, the lady of the house—there were 
never any men at home~—came out to ask what 
had happened that disturbed us so deeply. 

“It is some bad news for the South,” 1 said. 

“Is it Lee or Davis?’ she asked, a look of pain 
pinching her features. 

* It is Lincoln.” 

The face brightened instantly, with an expres- 
sion of pleasure she could not conceal. 

* You have lost your best friend, Madam,” was 
the only thing to say. 

All being now secure in camp, and the news 
prudently broken to the men, instinct and habit 
turned to the superior officers. Even the com- 
panionship of these experienced men would be 
some relief, and perbaps there might be counsel 
to be taken now,as in sO many adark and 
boding hour before. My thought was antici- 

nated. That sight so often dearto many eyes— 
Yharles Griffin riding up—was never more 
welcome than now. He was our corps com- 
mander, We brought together a tew tried and 
trusted spirits to discuss the situation. We did 
not pretend to be men of influence. but we knew 
we were likely, if anything happened, to be men 
of action. So we hada right to forecast events. 
All we knew yet of the situation at Washington 
was what the brief telegram hadtold. But that 
looked dark enough. The upsnot of our con- 
ference was expressed in words that I can even 
now remember: “They mean to destroy the 
Government by assassination. They will get 
possession of the capital before anybody cun 
stop them. There is nothing for it but to march 
the army to Washington and make Grant mili- 
tary dictator until we can restore constitutional 
government, We thought all was won, but all 
mey be lost if the army does not move promptly 
to the rescue.” 

We may smile at these things now, as the 
habit is, after the danger is passed. But in the 
situation of things then there was little to be 
laughed at. ‘Lhe spirit of that midnight confer- 
ence showed what the real reliance was in case 
the need had come. 

But no worse news came from the capital. 
The heart-broken people held their balance and 
their command. So the march was resumed 
calmly and orderly; we were ready for any- 
thing. On the morning of the third day, the 
order came to make no movement and do no 
work, for it was the day of Lincoln’s burial. It 
was fitting, surely, that we should hold service 
too. So we got the senior Chaplain of the divis- 
ion to proms? an address. Knowing his Irish 
warmth of eloquence, I cautioned him avainst 
stirring up our feelings to revenge. At the ap- 
pointed hour the troops were formed in hollow 
square. The old flags were brought to the front 
—battie-dimmed and torn, but eloquent of 
things that never could be told. On the open 
side was planted the Maltese Cross of red. 
Around it gathered the Generals and staff— 
Griffin, too, never forgetting his old division, 
and always of reverential and religious mind. 
The troops stacked arms and stood calmly be- 
hind them. I placed myself close beside the 
Chaplain to keep arestraint upon him. He as- 
sured me he woulda be judicious. 

But his very first utterance thrilled us. With 
that voiceand countenance of suppressed passion 
which heightens power, and in deep and rounded 
tones made yet more effective by a slightly for- 
eign accent, he launched forth these startling 
words: ** And she, being before instructed of her 
mother, said, ‘Give me here John Baptist’s head 
in a charger.’ ”’ 

The very text was thrilling. But he went on 
to unfold the analogy. Hesaid the spirit that 
conceived the destrnction of the Union had in- 
vited the spirit of murder from the beginning. 
And it was that same spirit which had now de- 
manded the tife of this just and faithful and con- 
secrated man. Heshowed the rebellion to haveno 
justification. He pointed out the fact that Lin- 
coln had committed no other crime than being 
constitutionally elected President of the United 
States. He portrayed his sincere and generous 
character and his conciliatory course. Then he 
pictured him stricken down with dastard hand, 
in the very midst of acts of mercy, and words of 
great-hearted charity and love. Now kis native 
eloguence took the mastery of him. Glancing 
significantly around, he reminded the soldiers of 
Lincoln’s love for them and theirs forhim. He 
asked them if they could endure this sacrilege, 
or could let it go unpunished—if they would not 
rather sweep such a spirit clean out of the land, 
and cast 1t root and branch into everlasting 
burning. 

At this I saw the men spring forward to their 
stacks and make the motion asif to grasp their 
arms. | had tried to moderate him now and then 
when his kindling words brought mutterings of 
response, but now I fairly caught him by tne 
arm and told him he must stop, or ratner he 


. inust steady the men down. 


Instantly, with native adroitness, he turned 
the current of emotion he had aroused. Lifting 
his hand fuil hight he brought it down with a 
atremendoussweep: “ But better so,” he cried. 
* Better to die glorious than to live infamous! 
Better to be buried beneath a nation’s tears than 
walk the earth guilty of a nation’s blood! 
Better, thousand-fold, forever better, Lincoln 
dead than Davis living!” 

Then, with an exhortation that rose into a 
prayer, and then into a triumph of new con- 
secration to the undying cause of freedom and 
right, he gave us back to ourselves better soldiers 
and better men. 

Who that heard those burning words can ever 
forget them? And who that saw them can for- 
get that congregation of the field? Meckly re- 
turning from their glories at Appomattox, and 
meekly sharing—for it was of theirs, also—the 
sacrifice at Washington. Steadfast and noble, in 
pa test, unto the end. God bless them like- 
wise

THE DROWNING OF GEN. BABCOCE. 


PARTICULARS OF THE ACCIDENT WHICH RE- 
SULTED SO FATALLY. 


Wasuineton, June 5.—The Secretary of 
War has received the following telegram from 
G. W. Benjamiu, dated Astor, Fla., June 4, 
giving particulars of the accident which re- 
sulted in the drowning of Gen. O. E. 
Babcock, Levi P. Luckey, and Benjamin P. 
Sutter: ‘Gen. Babcock, with the clerks of the 
Fifth and Sixth Light-house Districts, arrived on 
the tender Pharos off Mosquito Inlet June 2. A 
large whale-boat with seven men went off to him 
about 12 o’clock, On her return Gen. Babcock 
and party embarked in her to come ashore. 
On the outer bar breakers the steering 
oar was broken, and the. boat filled 
and capsized. The General held on to the boat 
until she reached the shore breakers, when he 
and all hands were torn from the boat, and he, 
with three others, was drowned. I am here with 


the remains on my way to Washington.” The 
Secretary of War has telegraphed the United 
States Signal Officer at Jacksonville, Fla., to 
cause the body of Gen. Babcock to be embalmed 
and sent to Washington. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., June 5.—The Times- 
Union to-morrow will contain the following par- 
ticulars of the drowning of Gen. Babcock and 
arty at Mosquito Inlet: “ The steamer Jennie 

ane, with the remains of Gen. Babcock on 
board, arrived at her wharf yesterday morning. 
They were taken in charge by Undertaker Oak, 
embalmed, and forwarded to Washington on 
the 2:30 P. M. train. Accompanying the 
body were Mr. George D. Benjamin, in charge at 
Mosquito inlet, and Mr. B. B. Smith, of the Sixth 
Light-housé District, who joined the vessel at 
Charleston. From the latter we learn the foliow- 
ing particulars of the sad affair: Mr. Smith 
Says the Pharos anchored about half a mile 
off the outer bar buoy at Mosquito 
Inlet on Sunday last. A heavy sea was 
rolling, but they ¢id not consider it 
dangerous to goin., They preferred to wait for 
a tug, however, to take the schooner over the 
bar. About lo’clock on Monday afternoon, a 
large whale-boat, manned by Capt. Newman and 
six men, came off with Gen. Babcock’s mail, and 
the latter, Mr. Luckey, Mr. Sutter, and our in- 
Jormant concluded to go ashore. They left the 
Pharos at 1:30, and everything went well 
until they reached the outer breakers, 
The boat passed the first roller all right, but 
when they were on the crest of the second the 
steering oar, which was held by Capt. Newman, 
broke, and the Captain fell overboard. The boat 
filled as Cant. Newman reached it again, and he 
at once ordered all hands to cling to the life- 
lines. The third breaker upset the boat and 
threw them allinto the water, but all held fast 
as well as they could, the wind and tide gradually 
driving them ashore. At times a man's hands 
would be torn loose by the violence of the 
waves, but they all hung on until they 
had got pretty near the inner breakers, 
when Mr. Luckey gave up and went 
down. At the inner breakers the _ boat 
plunged so fearfully that it was impossible to 

old on, and Gen. Babcock, Mr. Sutter, and one 
of the boat’s crew, a man named Charles Mc- 
Cormick, went down. The rest struck out 
tor the shore, and _ finally succeeded in 
reaching it in an exhausted condition. The 
boat turned over and over in the surf 
frequentiy, and, Mr. Smith thinks, those who 
were drowned last were struck by it and disabled 
in that way. Gen. Babcock’s body was washed 
ashore at once. Mr. Luckey’s remains were re- 
covered on Tuesday,and Mr. Benjamin had them 
buried on account of decomposition having

BEGINNING THE MANCHESTER CANAL. 
From the London Daily News, May 23. 

One of the largest engineering under 
takings of modern times entered on the first 
stage toward practical accomplishment yester- 
day. The preamble of the Manchester Ship Canal 
bill was passed by the Select Committee of the 
House of Lords on condition that the scheme 
should not be-carried out till £5,000,000 of 
the capital had been actually raised. The de- 
cision was announced in the morning, and 
was at once telegraphed to Manchester. 


The condition, we hear, was accepted and the 
money was ali subscribed before night. This 
striking exhibition of the great resources and 
the unfailing energy of the manufacturing cap- 
ital of the North is something more than ‘a 
pledge that the great enterprise will be carried 
through. It may betaken as a proof that our 
cotton manufacturers will pot allow themselves 
to be defeated ia the race of competition they 
are running against the world. The idea of 
bringing cotton ships up to Manchester is an old 
one, but it has now been brourht so 
near to practical realization by the necesi- 
ty of cheapening the cost of bringing the 
raw materal to the milis and taking the 
finished product away. The cotton trade is still 
our largest manufacturing industry, and any 
scheme which is likely to promote its prosperity 
is of national importance. The Manchester ship 
canal is so large an undertaking that its construc- 
tion will be a matter of the greatest interest 
apart from all question of its use. Yesterday’s 
subscription is not only a proof that the people 
of Manchester and its great beit of towns believe 
in its success, but that they will make it success- 
ful. Manchester has often surprised the world 
by its enterprise and energy, and in the whole 
inception and carrying out of this canal scheme, 
so far as it has yet gone, it has proved that those 
greut qualities are as fresh and vigorous as ever.

THREE STATE CONVENTIONS HELD | 


YESTERDAY. 


GOV. WALLER, OF CONNECTICUT, OUTWITS | 


HIS FOES—STATES WHEELING INTO LINE 


FOR THE OLD TICKET. 

Nrw-Haven, Conn., June 5.—In some 
respects the Democratic State Convention here 
to-day was the most memorable on record in this 
State. It was particularly remarkable for the 
bitter wrangling and fighting over the nomina- 
tions of delegates at large from the Second and 
Third Congressional! Districts. A. E. Burr, ot the 
Hartford Times, First District, was readily select- 
ed to head the delegation. In the Second the 
prominent candidate was ex-Sheriff John ©. 
Bixbee, of Meriden, who was backed by the Aleck 
Troupe faction and by most of New-Haven 
County, while Middlesex County wanted the 
Hon. Colin M. Ingersoll, of this city. Each county 
was determined and they caucused together 
several times last evening to settle the point, 
without being able to effect an arrangement, 
hence they came into the convention to-day at 


loggerheads. 

Middlesex County, anxious to have its choice, 
tame before the whole body in the convention. 
This had been done by the New-London County 
délegation—favorable to Gov. Waller as a dele- 
gate at large from the Third Congressional Dis- 
trict—which by a bare majority vote in caucus 
last night refused to go into joint caucus with its 
sister county of Windham. The situation in the 
Third District was an interesting one. Wailer, 
the “little giant,” was very ambitious to repre- 
sent the district as a delegate atiarge, but in con- 
sequence of hi jiure during his past two years’ 
administration to reward the “mugwumps” of 
the party over in that section with oftices he 
found himself oppesed by the Hon. Raiph 
Wheeler, of New-London, who worked like a 
beaver to elect him Governor in 1882 in the hope 
of filling Waller's shoes as State Attorney, and by 
John M. Thayer, of Norwich, who looks upon 
Waller as arival,and who also dislikes him be- 
¢ause he has not in the past rewarded Thayer's 
friends with offices. 

Waller was also opposed by Judge Charles M. 
Carter, of Preston, who wanted the Insurance 
Commissionership at his hands at the time it was 
given tothe Hon. Eli Williams, of Stonington; 
by Capt. William BH. Molthrop, of Ledyard, and 
by the majority of the Windham Courty delega- 
tion, who wished to get their own man, State 
Attorney John J. Penrose, of Central Village. 
into the position instead of Waller. They had 
not had a delegate at large for 32 years. The 
anti-Waliecrites in New-London County num- 
bered a third of the county delegation, but by 
combining with the horny-handed White Oaks 
from Windham County in joint caucus, as they 
expected to do last evening, in accordance with 
the time-honored custom of the Democrats, 
they could crush out the new Waller boom 
and carry Penrose tothe front. It was anything 
to beat the “little giant’? whose delegation 
from his own town even was solid againet him. 
But the wily Governor played one of his smart 
and successful Waller tricks, which eventually 
placed him in command of the situation. When 
a committee from Windham County waited upon 
the New-London County caucus last night to 

ropose the joint caucus they were, as the anti- 
Vallerites considered, insultingly invited to 
withdraw. By avote the New-London County 
delegation thereupon declared its intention to 
go before the convention without endangering 
waller’s chances in the joint caucus, where he 
would have been defeated. The Wallerites were 
willing to trust to his popularity before all the 
State and his prestige as Governor to bear him 
on to victory and to defeat Windham County’s 
illustrious son; hence the Third District 
came before the convention in the same 
shape as did the Second, but the latter, 
after much eloquence, concluded to retire this 
afternoon in joint caucus, and did so and bal- 
loted. Rixhbee received 53 out of the 78 votes 
cast, and his nomination was subsequently made 
unanimous before the convention. Here a new 
danger beset the Waller men. Jt was moved 
and seconded that the Third District should also 
retire and settle their difference in the same way; 
but Judge William H. Shields, of Norwich, Wal- 
ler’s lieutenant, threw himself into the breach 
and declared eloquently that they had voted not 
to go into joint caucus with Windham County, 
and they would not. The State Convention had 
the sole power to elect delegates, and they 
wished the convention to choose between their 
candidate and the Windham County candidate. 
After many fiery debates the names of the rival 
candidates were placed before the convention. 
Waller’s was greeted with uproarious applause. 

Waller is a State favorite, and his scheme 
worked just as he thought it would, for out of 
299 votes he received 219, and this vote was made 
unanimous. This ended the fight of the day. 
William H. Barnum was elected to represent the 
Fourth District. The rest of the work passed 
off easily, and the platform is considered to slip 
out of the vexed tariff question as readily as 
water slips off from a duck’s back. Wailer’s 
victory bas created much talk and made his 
enemies madder than ever. He has had the 
chance by the judicious use of his patronage to 
make bimself the most popular Democratic 
politician in the State.

THE ELEVATED ROADS. 


The announcement was made yesterday 
that the plan for the settlement of the elevated 
railway troubles had been agreed upon. Two 
committees, it was stated, represented the op- 
posing interests. The committee of the Metro- 
politan Road was composed of H. O. Armour, 
John D. Slayback, and W. K. Soutter, and that 


of the Manhattan and New-York Companies of 
Jay Gould and Cyrus W, Field. The members of 
the committees signed the plan which they de- 
termined on, and it was ratified by the Boards of 
Directors of the Manhattan and New-York, and 
also of the Metropolitan, which met yester- 
day atternoon for the Ayi eee Ail that re- 
mained, it was said, was for the legal advisers to 
aeky coger the plan perfect, and for the stock- 

olders of the companies to approveit. By the 
plan the three companies are to be merged into 
one, the Manhattan, whose capital shall be that 
of all the others combined—$26,000,000. In the 
merging New-York stock is to be counted at 120, 
Metropolitan at 110, and Manhattan at 85. 
Manhattan’s stock is twice in amount 
that of either of the others. The Me- 
tropolitan’s bonds are to be assumed, 
and the expenses incurred in the prosecution 
ot its suits are to be defrayed. The pian of set- 
tlement further provides that prior to the mer- 
ger of the stocks of the companies, the stock- 

olders of the Metropolitan are to receive the ac- 
crued dividends of 12 per cent. in cash, and an 
extra dividend of 8 per cent., the money for 
whichis now on deposit with the Mercantile 
Trust Company. After the consolidation the 
new stock is to receive a dividend of 144 per cent. 
on July 1, and, beginning Oct. 1, the dividends 
are to be at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum, 
payable quarterly. 
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TO DISCONTINUE BUSINESS. 


The Mechanics and Traders’ Fire Insur- 
ance Company yesterday resolved to discontinue 
business and wind up its affairs. James R. Lott, 
who has been connected with the company since 
its organization, in 1853, first as Secretary, re- 
signed the Presidency on May 27, and Charles E. 


Fleming was elected to fill the vacancy tem- 
porarily. William R. Foster has been made per- 
manent President with instructions to carry out 
the plan of dissolution, which has not yet been 
adopted. Ifthe company does not reinsure its 
outstanding risks the organization will be held 
intact until the expiration of all the risks. 

The Mechanics and Traders’, up to a few years 
ago, was one of the most successful fire insur- 
ance companies of its size in the country. In 
1880 it had a net surplus of $235,204 over and 
above its capital stock of $200,000. In 1881 the 
net surplus was $200,389; in 1882, $157,125, and at 
the close of 1883, $67,065. The decline in the net 
surplus has continued up to the present time. 
It is believed that, after providing for all the 
liabilities, the stockholders will receive at least 
the par value of their shares. Since the com- 
pany was organized the stockholders have re- 
ceived in dividends $982,000, nearly five times 
the amount of the original investment, or an 
average dividend of 16 per cent. perannum. The 
company’s decline is attributed to its unprofit- 
able agency business, but in view of the large 
profits realized in the past it was believed until 
yesterday that an effort would be made by the 
already well-paid stockholders to save the com- 
pany from dissolution.

PANIQUE WINS BY A HEAD 


A GRAND RACE FOR THE BELMONT 
STAKES. 
GEORGE KINNEY, GENERAL MONROE, SON- 
NET, AND CONSTANTINA THE OTHER 
WINNERS—FOUR FAVORITES SUCCEED. 


The racing at Jerome Park yesterday 
was of a character to excite the enthusiasm of 
turfmen. It was all the more enjoyable after 
the poor sport between Decoration Day and yes- 
terday. The weather was all that could be de- 
sired to bring out the speed of the thorough- 
breds, and the anticipation of a grand struggle 
for the rich Belmont Stakes induced a large 
crowd of people to make the journey to the 
course. Society honored the occasion and the 
bluff was occupied with a large representation 
of “upper tendom,” and there were many ele- 
gant Spring toilets to be seen. 

Of course, the general interest centred in the 
race for the Belmont Stakes, in which Panique, 
who had been purchased by the Dwyers since 
his Withers victory, was to measure strides with 
Knight of Ellerslie, who had run down his com- 
petitors at Washington and Baltimore, and 
stripped for the Belmont with a clean record. 
The story of this remarkable contest is given 
below, and it will be seen that though Panique 
sustained his reputation, the Knight of Ellerslie 
did not lose prestige by defeat. He was sold aft- 
er the race to Appleby & Johnson for $12,500, 
and the next meeting of the champions will be 
awaited with interest. Himalaya’s running was 
agreat disappointment to a large following, but 
the time was fast, and Mr. Galway did not think 
him thoroughly fit. The Westchester Handicap 
brought General Monroe to the front again, and 
he disposed of the field in the same easy manner 
as he did on Tuesday in the Great Metropolitan. 
A description of the sport follows: 

THE MILE AND A QUARTER. 

The opening race was a dash of a mile and a 
quarter, purse $500, for 8-year olds and upward, 
with penalties and allowances. It brought out 
three competitors in James Thompson's ch. c. H. 
Murray, 4 years, 9% pounds, (Evans;) Dwyer 
Brothers’ b. c.George Kinney, 4 years, 125 pounds, 
(McLaughlin,) and George L. Lorillard’s b.f. Econ- 
omy, 3 years, 8 pounds, (J. Donahue.) In the 
betting Kinney was an immense favorite, and it 
was six to one on him, while it was six to one 
against Economy, and twenty-five to one against 
Murray. A good start was effected from the 
See yeeteee pole at the first attempt, 
and then Murray ran to the front, When 
they reached the judges’ stand Murray 
was a neck and _= shoulders in tront 
of Economy, and shea neck in advance of Kin- 
ney. Going round the turn Economy forced the 
pace and reached the quarter pole half a length 
before Murray, while Kinney dropped two 
lengths behind, well in hand. Running under 
the bluff, Eeonomy increased her lead to a 
length,and McLaughlin brought Kinney up to 
the girth of Murray. As they were going out of 
sight Kinney took second place. On their reap- 
pearance Economy wasa length before Kinney 

ut the Jatter quickly overhauled the filly and 
headed her at the three-quarter pole. Up the 
stretch he easily outran the filly,and won ina 
canter by a length and a half, Economy second, 
six lengths before H. Murray. Time—2:16. Kin- 
ney did not stop, but was sent another quarter 
for a trial. 

THE BELMONT STAKES. 


The great event of the day was the renewal of 
the Belmont Stakes for 8-year olds, $100 each, 
half forfeit, $20 if declared by Aug. 1, 1883, or $30 
if declared by May 15, 1884, with $1,200 added; the 
second to receive $300 outof the stakes; one 
mile and ahalf. The stakes had closed with 63 
nominations, and 18 had declared out in 1883, 21 
declared May 15, and 20 paid forfeit, so that the 
value to the winner was $3,590. Only four horses 
started: T. W. Doswell’s ch. c. Knight of Ellers- 
lie, by_ Eolus, out of Lizzie Hazlewood, (Dona- 
hue;) Dwyer Brothers’ ch.c. Panique, by Alarm, 
out of Maggie B. B., (McLaughblin;) L. C. Bruce’s 
br. c. Vocalic, by Virgil, out of Acoustic, 
(Barrett,) and reakness stables’, br. c. 
Himalaya, by Virgil, out of Ken- 
tncky Belle, (Feakes.) As the Dwyers 
had purchased Panique the night before the 
race for $14,000, agreeing in addition to pay all 
the forfeits of Commodore Kittson’s horses, they 
assumed a heavy responsibility, but as it turned 
out the result justified the risk, It became 
known that Knight of Ellerslie had been cough- 
ing for several days, and was off his feed, and 
had not sufficient work to prepare him for an 
arduous race, and the odds,which were two‘to one 
against him atthe beginning, rose to three to 
one, while even money was offered against 
Panique; five to two against Himalaya. and 
thirty.to one against Vocalic. The quartet ap- 
peared to be in good form as they took their 
gallops and Knight of Ellersiie’s grand stride 
pieased the horsemen particularly. Panique 
was in grand form, and when he galloped down 


to the starting-post, his admirers could not re-’ 


— their enthusiasm, and they applauded 
oudly. 

The horses finally met at the head of the two- 
year course, and every eye was directed to the 
spot. The flag fell, and they came bounding up 
the incline with Panique and Himalaya slightly 
in front, or so it appeared from the stand, but 
when they reached the three-furlong post Knight 
of Ellerslie was observed to bein front and mak- 
ing a hot — At the three-quarter pole, when 
entering the regular track,he was nearly a length 
before Vocalic, who was a length in front of 
Panique, while Himalaya brought uptherear. As 
they ran up the stretch, Barrett had to keep tug- 
ging at Vocalic’s head, but notwithstanding this 
he took the lead from the Knight. Still under a 
strong pull, he reached the judges’ stand half a 
length in front of the Knight, who was a length 
before Panique, he two lengths ahead of Hima- 
laya. Going round the turn, Vocalic and the 
Knight were at it hammer and tongs, and the 
pace was very fast. At the quarter pole Vocalic 
showed a neck in advance, and the Knight was 
a length before Panique, who was two lengths 
away from Himalaya. As they ran under the 
bluff, Vocalic began to quit, and the Knight 
rushed to the front amid cheers that awoke the 
echoes. Then Panique rushed past Vocalic and 
was at the heels of the leader, while Feakes 
moved forward with Himalaya until Vocalic was 
left in the rear. 

As the horses went out of sight the Knight was 
still a length 1n tront of Panique, while at the lat- 
ter’s girth was Himalaya. In this order they re- 
appeared, and there was great cheer among the 
followers of the Knight. But soon McLaughlin 
gave Panique the signal, and he closed gradually 
upon the leader, and at the three-quarter pole he 
reached the Knight's shoulder. The pace was so 
hot that Himalaya was unable to maintain his 
position, and he dropped back a length and a 
half, while Vocalic was practically out of the 
race. As they came up the home stretch 
the spectators jumped to their feet,and when 
McLaughlin rew his whip the Knight's 
friends began to shout again. But now 
Donahue had to use the whip also, and 
as the horses passed the furlong pole together 
the excitement grew intense, and the backers of 
both colts shouted words of encouragement. 
Both riders did their best, and the race was not 
decided until tney reached the goal. Then Pan- 
ique wasa neckin front, and the Brooklynites 
clapped their hands in glee. Himalaya was 
eight lengths behind, while Vocalicstruggied hard 
a hundred yards further back. It was the grand- 
est Belmont ever run, thetime being 2:42, which 
is halfasecond better than Kinney's time last 
year. A large crowd collecied about the judges’ 
stand andalongthe fenceand awaited the vic- 
tor’s return to the weighing stand, and both the 
great coltsand their jockeys received a hearty 
reception. 

THE WESTCHESTER HANDICAP. 


The third race was the Westchester Handica 
Sweepstakes of $50, half forfeit, $10 if declared, 
with $750 added; the second to receive $200 out 
of the stakes; one mile and three surionan. Of 
the 37 nominations six sported colors,and they 
were E, J. McEimeel’s b. h.

THE GRADUATING CLASS UNDER 
FIRE OF EXAMINATION. 

A HISTORY OF THE POST AND ACADEMY TO 
BE WRITTEN—THE QUESTION OF RAIS- 
ING THE STANDARD OF ADMISSION, 

West Pornt, June 5.—A Japanese Prince 
traveling incog., a boat-load of excursionists 
from up the river, and Gen. Hancock lis- 
tened to the graduating class explain the 
theory and movements of projectiles, and how 
to measure the velocity of cannon-ballis 
on the blackboard to-day. Whole tteries 
of guns were aimed at imaginary rgets 
and armies in chalk. The weather is per- 
fect, the cadets are arrayed in trousers of spot- 
less white, the Board of Visitors graciously sit 
where all can look and admire, but the guests 
do not come. By that I mean the people who 
usually get here about this time on purpose to 
attend the graduating festivities and remain 
until they are over. Plenty of visitors come up 
on the day boats. sit around fora while, and go 
away again while the sun is still high in the 
heavens, but they are not the class who glad- 


den the heart of the hotel clerk and cause- 


him to smile in ail his radient love- 
liness. Gen. Rosecrans spent most of the 
day in the recitation-room. He was an 
instructor here after his graduation, and 
can easily follow the students into depths of sci- 
entific warfare. It seems toafford him great 
satisfaction to ask them knotty questions not 
down in the books, and which he encountered 


only in the bard experience of actual warfare. 
When a cadet nanaged to grasp the situation 
and give a correct answer he was rewarded with 
an emphatic * That's right, my boy!” Col. Way- 
ing got astride of a cavairy horse and cantered 
around the post making mental observations, 
which he rattled off to a stenographer when he 
returned. Gen. Kuggles inspected the cadet 
barracks and the mess-room, storing away infor- 
mation for the sub-committee, of which he is 
Chairman. 

The present board has laid out a at deal of 
work for the comparatively hmited time at its 
diposal. It seems that the committees appointed 
the other day will have plenty to do besides 
sit in the cool shade of the hotel piazza and 
listen to serenade music by one of the t drilled 
bands in the country. It is proposed this year to 
write a history of the post and Academy from its 
organization in 1812 to date; note the various 
changes and improvements in the course of 
studies and drills; give in brief a sketoh of 
the Government buildings, when and why 
they were erected, and what they cost; 
inquire into the mode of appointments and 
the examination and final admission of cadets; 
get information about the studies, examination, 
and moral sentiment of the students; collect 
facts regarding discipline, drill, the manner of 
healing the sick and teeding the hungry, and to 
get some definite idea of what’ it costs to run 
this world-famed institution in the mountains, 
its sources of revenue, and means of keeping ac- 
count of monetary affairs. AJ! this will done 
with a view to publishing a detailed report to 
Congress and the War Department, and furnish- 
ing the public with classified information which 
they are now unable to get without fumbling 
over | old and long-forgotten reports of previous 

oards. 

Heretofore the members of the Board of Visit- 
ors have gone through their perfunctory duties 
with as little effort as possible and left a Svcre- 
tary who knew the ins and outs of the business 
to draw up their report. But so far asI can 
learn the present seckers of offiicial information 
mean to keep their eyes and ears wide open, be- 
stowing praisé wherever it is due and suggesting 
improvement and reform wherever in their 
judgment it is considered necessary. So far as 
the appearance and discipline of the post is con- 
cerned visitors who come here year after year 
say that it was never better than now, and speak 
in very flattering terms of Gen. Merritt and his 
staff. The board will be greatly aided in its work 
this year by Gens. Rosecrans and Ruggles, both 
of whom are graduates of the Academy and 
thoroughly conversant with its routine duties 
and management, and Judge Mosher, of Orezon, 
who, asa lawyer, basa practical, matter-of-fact 
way of getting at bottom facts. The board has 
fitted upa room with stationery, record-books, 
and an alert amanuensis, who knows about 
everything and everybody on the grounds. 
Among other things to be considered is the 
much discussed question of either raising the 
standard of admission or ee the four 
Years’ course. Study hard as they will the cadets 
can get only a supertiicial knowledge of some 
subjects. it is hardly feasible to drop anything 
from the curriculum. Opinion among the in- 
structors here seems to be evenly divided. Some 
are in favor of raising the standard, others op- 
pose it,andI have met one or two who are dis- 
pees to do away with entrance examinations al- 
ogether. They would give a candidate a chance 
to study for the first semi-annual! examination, 
and if he was found deticient then send him off. 
The objection urged to raising the standard is 
that it would make the Academy exclusive and 
close its doors to all boys whose parents cannot 
afford them a liberal education. 

While it isa very pleasing thing for the mem- 
bers of the board to spend three or four woeks 
at this charming spot in one of the most delight- 


ful seasons of the year, surrounded by al! the. 


comfort and luxury that attentive hands can be- 
stow, they don’t make any money out of it but 
on the contrary are frequently out of pocket. 
Each member is allowed 8 cents a mile 
from his home and back, and $5 a day while 
here. Out of this he must pay his own railroad 
fare and $4 a day for board atthe hotel. This 
leaves him only a very small margin for “ inci- 
dentals” and carriage hire. Under these circum- 
stances it is hardly to be expected that the mem- 
bers are going to rua around in the hot sun and 
overwork themselves; but will make the most of 
the hospitalities extended to them, make several 
very nice acquaintances, and gathera great deal 
of useful information. 

A light battery drill was the special military 
display for the day. The active cadets scampered 
all over the cavalry plain, changing fire to the 
right, left, and rear, and making the surrounding 
hills echo and re-echo with the roar of cannon. 
The Third Class were the connoneers,and the First 
Class chiefs of platoons and pieces. The board 
sat under a canvas tent, out of the dustand 
smoke. The veteran soldiers on the board smiled 
and never winced, but the civilians stopped up 
their ears and were as pleased as the ladies when 
it was allover andthe boys came out forthe 
usual dress parade. This always brings out the 
largest crowd of the day. After supper the board 
usualiy holds a sort of informal reception on the 
piazza and mingle Western politics with war 
reminiscences and popular melodies by the band.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day. in this region, generally fair 
weather, winds mostly from east to south, 
stationary temperature, lower barometer. 


The minds of the delegates to the 
Chicago Convention are now fully in- 
formed as to the private virtues and 
political merits of the half-dozen can- 
didates whose names are offered for 
their suffrages. The speeches to which 
they listened last evening completed 
their preparation for the choice, un- 
less, indeed, some ‘‘ boom” manager, 
determined to find a way or make it, 
found it necessary to sit up with vacillating 
delegates and shape their conclusions by 
private persuasion. To-day the balloting 
will begin. Mr. Buarne’s friends predict 
his nomination on the second ballot. If 
by any chance their prediction should fail 
of fulfillment we have an impression that 
no choice will be made to-day. 





Though Mr. RANDALL is reported to 


have declared that if the Democratic nom- 


ination goes to Gramercy Park it will be 
accepted, Mr. DoRSHEIMER’S alleged view 
of the matter is probably the correct one. 
This gentleman is said to have obtained 
through Mr. Dana a definite statement 
from Mr. TILDEN that he has written a 
letter, to be read at the New-York Dem- 
ocratic Convention on the 18th, abso- 
lutely declining to take a nomina- 
tion. There are many reasons why he 
should adopt this course, and there 
is no one to whom he would be 
more likely to confide his real intentions 
than to Mr. Dana. Meantime the Demo- 
cratic Conventions are continuing to pre- 
sent his name. The Maryland Democrats 
yesterday resolved to “‘ never cease agi- 
tation” until the ‘‘ gross wrong” of 1877 is 
righted, and the Vermont Democrats re- 
ceived Mr. TrLpEN’s name “‘ with thunders 
of applause.” The interesting question 
now is, What will the unfortunate Demo- 
crats do when the goal toward which they 
have been so vigorously running is taken 
away? 


The first and most natural effect of the 
protectionist planks in the Republican 
platform may be seen in the remarks of 
Mr. J. S. Moone to our reporter. He re- 
gards.these planks as a challenge to the 
Democratic Party, which it will be very 
foolish not to take up. There is no doubt 
that the earnest and sincere men in the 


‘Democratic ranks will be. greatly encour. 
aged by the opportunity given them by 
the Republicans to make an issue between 
extreme protection and conservative tariff 
reduction. : 


One of Jay GOULD’s financial tricks has 
just been brought to light, which, accord- 
ing to a statement attributed to him, is 
“ nothing new,” and according to his man 
HOPKINS concerns nobody outside of the 
game. It seems that when the coupons 
of the Texas and Pacific Railroad bonds 
are sent in for payment, according to pub- 
lished notice, they are not really paid and 
canceled, but turned over to the Missouri 
Pacific Company, which advances the 
money to meet the demands of the hold- 
ers of the bonds. It is useless to try to 
divine the purpose of this operation or 
clear up its legal consequences, but it has 
every appearance of being a trick to trans- 
fer the rights of the bondholders in the 
mortgage on the Texas and Pacific to the 
coupon holder, which is the Missouri Pa- 
cific. The former are fobbed off with a 
nominal payment, while the evidences of 
the obligation are transferred to another 
party in collusive interest with the debtor. 
This would probably not stand the test of 
litigation, but évery holder of railroad 
bonds does not wish to be driven to a law- 
suit to establish his rights. 





“The Republican Party pledges itself to 
correct the inequalities of the tariff,” says 
the Chicago platform. If James G. 
BLAINE is its nominee it never will have a 
chance, for the inequalities and the tariff, 
too, will be swept into the lumber-room 
before the Republican Party will again 
elect a President of the United States. 


The Republican Party is in agony with 
its jumping Jim Blaine toothache. It 
can neither see nor think. But it hopes 
to have the thing out or plugged before 
Saturday night. Meanwhile it begs its 
Democratic friends to excuse its disorderly 
look, and to have some sympathy for it if 
they can; for they must remember that 
their turn comes next month. 





LIFE OR DEATH. 


It is a life or death struggle for the Re- 
publican Party at Chicago. Professions 
and principles cannot save the party. Its 
candidate can save it if he commands its 
united support. The convention is in 
much the same condition as the party. 
Thus far nobody has a majority of the 
delegates. The majority of convictions, 
the majority of sober, reasoned opin- 
ion is against each of the two can- 
didates most prominently named and 
supported. Illicit enticement on the one 
hand, or the quaking fear of a worse 
choice on the other, may bring the conven- 
tion’s work to an abrupt conclusion in the 
nomination of Mr. BLAINE or Mr. ARTHUR. 
But are bribes and fright safe guides in 
such extreme perplexity ? 

As conventions are now managed, a 
man’s ambition spurring the party choice, 
the delegate must cast his ballot under 
strong excitement. The voter has ample 
time to survey the candidate put before 
him. The Republican voter this year will 
inspect his candidate with a coldly critical 
eye—not the Republican voter who shouts 
out, ‘‘ We want our JIM, of Maine,” nor 
he who pants to “‘ brand” all others not of 
his mind, for such never think and have 
no eyes, but the Republican voter whose 
decision makes the wide difference be- 
tween majority and a minority, be- 
tween success and failure. These voters, 
depend upon it, will not support 
James G. BLaiIngE. The honest and inde- 
pendent newspapers, the newspapers 
whose opinions are worth heeding and are 
heeded, will not support him. The Amer- 
ican people will not support him, for a 
great majority of them believe he is 
unworthy to be President of the United 
States, and his own acts and words justify 
their belief. He is a shallow-smart Amer- 
ican. We have ten thousand men who 
would make a better, a safer President 
than he. 

But we may confine the argument to 
the candidacy, the office he could never 
reach. His nomination means a disas- 
trous defeat for the Republican Party, and 
from that defeat the party would never 
recover except under other leaders and 
perhaps under another name. The party 
has assuredly fallen upon evil days. It 
has been stained and dishonored by men 
who have no part in it save for 
their own selfish and ignoble pur- 
poses. But the great mass of its 
members are still the most intelligent part 
of our population, the backbone of our 
national life. We believe that a party 
with such men in it is never hurt past all 
surgery until it is entirely dead. We be- 
lieve that the Republican Party is worth 
saving. It is worthy, at least, of a chance 
to save itself, and that chance will be de- 
nied it if it is asked to follow a leader 
whom many of its members believe to be 
the type of what is worst in it and not of 
what is best. 

If the Chicago Convention takes serious 
thought of what itis about todo it will 
put aside BLAINE, it will put aside AR- 
THUR, it will put aside all those names 
that have sown discord in the ranks of the 
party or have failed to win a full support, 
and will offer to the party and to the 
country a candidate who inclines neither 
toward one faction nor toward the other, 
a candidate who is neither a stalwart nor 
a half-breed, a candidate whose hand is 
clean, whose record is beyond assault, 
whose straightforward and manly per- 
formance of every public duty, modestly, 
intelligently, and with conscience, is the 
chief and sufficient guarantee of his fit- 
ness for the greatest honor and the highest 
responsibility the people of this Republic 
can confer and impose upon one of their 
number. 

There is one such candidate—a man who 
bears a name which would recall the years 
when the Republican Party was in youth 
and vigor, the years when it deserved suc- 
cess and won it, the years when it was 
united because it was right. The name 
of RoBert T. LINcoLn is on the lips of 
thousands of Republicans.’ It is a name 
that would unite the party and command 
its full strength. It is a name that would 
‘win. If reason and not perversity shall 
rule the ballotings at Chicago we believe 


the name of Lmvcony will be at the head 


of the ticket. 


CHANGES IN PARTY RULES. 


The convention at Chicago yesterday 
made one or two significant changes in the 
rules by which party action is guided, and 
refused to make one which would have 
had still more significance. The method 
of selecting district delegates to National 
Conventions was left undetermined by the 
convention of 1880, and the National Com- 
mittee to which the matter was referred 
simply declared that they might either be 
chosen in separate district conventions or 
by subdivisions of State Conventions, the 
delegates from each district acting as a 
separate convention. The rule reported 
by Mr. Grow, of Pennsylvania, and 
adopted by the convention, settles the 
matter with sufficient definiteness without 
interfering unduly with the freedom of 
local action. It simply provides that dis- 
trict delegates to the National Convention 
shall be chosen in the same way that can- 
didates for members of Congress are nom- 
inated. 

The amendment proposed by Mr. THURS- 
TON, of Nebraska, and adopted, requires 
that a candidate shall receive the votes of 
a majority of all the delegates in the con- 
vention, instead of a majority of the votes 
cast, in order to obtain the nomination. 
This is an innovation which would be of 
importance only under exceptional cir- 
cumstances. It would prevent a nomina- 
tion by the minority in case of a bolt or a 
refusal to vote, or absence, on the part 
of any intractable element. The amend- 
ment of Mr. SanpErs, of Montana, mak- 
ing all persons ineligible as members of 
the National Committee who would not 
be eligible as members of the Electoral 
Colleges, will exclude from that body all 
Senators and members of the House of 
Representatives and persons holding offices 
of trust or profit under the United States. 
This is a salutary change, as members of 
the National Committee should represent, 
so far as possible, the great mass of the 
party, and not those who have personal 
interests in the results of party action. 

The proposition to base representation in 
future conventions in some measure on 
party strength in the different States and 
Congressional districts met with an un- 
expected opposition and was withdrawn. 
The chief argument against it was that it 
would operate as a discouragement to Re- 
publicans in the Southern States and fur- 
nish a new inducement to their opponents 
for keeping their vote assmall as possible. 
There seems to us to be little force in this 
argument, as their political opponents in 
the South would have very little interest in 
curtailing their representation in National 
Conventions. On the other hand, the 
chance of increasing their representation 
ought to furnish an inducement to Southern 
Republicans to make every effort to in- 
crease their voting strength. Some of 
their leaders have been suspected of hav- 
ing motives of their own for keeping the 
party small in the Bourbon States, and it 
would be well to discourage this by meas- 
uring their representation by the results 
which their management produces. But 
fear of discouraging Southern Republicans 
produced an overwhelming opposition to 
an entirely just proposition, and it will 
have to await a more propitious time. 


THE PLATFORM. 


The Republican Convention might have 
made a worse platform, for all things are 
possible under the sun, but we do not see 
in what way one could have been made 
much more ridiculous than this. If Mr. 
McKINLeEy, of Ohio, and Mr. CHARLES 
Emory SMITH, of Pennsylvania, be, as 
the text of the platform indicates, the 
authors of this precious document, they 
are entitled to the credit of producing a 
more artistically absurd and insincere 
and senseless hodge-podge than has dis- 
graced any party since the Tilden 
platform of 1876. This is not to say 
that there are not some good things 
in the platform. There are, and rever- 
ence for age, if nothing else, would force 
us to give them the tribute of our recog- 
nition. Heaven forbid that we should, for 
instance, treat with levity the time-honored 
declaration that the ‘‘ people of the Unit- 
ed States, in their organized capacity, con- 
stitute a Nation and not a mere confed- 
eracy of States.” But we fail to see the 
pertinency of this solemn declaration; we 
doubt if a single vote will be won or lost 
by it, and we do not believe that any 
amount of energy. or declamation can 
make of it an Issue. 

When we leave the period of Azoic 
questions and come down to the Age of 
Man, there are three matters embraced in 
the Republican platform that really con- 
cern the people of this country at the 
present time, and of these two are treated 
in the most cowardly and dishonest man- 
ner. One is the question of the revenue. 
The burden of Federal taxation is oppres- 
sive and badly adjusted. How shall it 
be lifted and made easier? That is a liv- 
ing question. The convention answers it 
with a series of declarations, to be found 
in another column, which are to the last 
degree dishonest and evasive in spirit and 
intent, and, so far as they contain any 
definite doctrine, are stupidly wrong. 
Under a cloud of phrases, borrowed from 
the essays of protectionist professors, 
the platform is framed to conceal the pur- 
pose of its authors to promote the main- 
tenance of those taxes on the materials 
and instruments of industry and on the 
necessaries of life which are the worst 
features of our tariff. And if this pur- 
pose were not perfectly plain to the intel- 
ligent reader it is made so by the demand 
fora higher tax on forei wool, a de- 
mand that for greed and ignorance and 
impudence is not to be surpassed. The 
Republican Party had a right to expect of 
its representatives that they should place 
it before the country as aiming at some 
practicable and intelligible reduction of 
our oppressive taxation, and all that it has 
got, in plain English, is a demand for a 
higher tax on the material of clothing. 

The second matter of interest to the 
people now living in the United States 
was the repeal of the silver coinage law, 
the working of which is surely and not 
‘slowly vitiating our currency, injuring 
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credit, and arming the speculators against 
honest men. On this point the platform 
dodges, and dodges with the awkward- 
ness of the traditional ostrich that hides 
his head and leaves his ugly form more 
conspicuous than ever. ‘‘ We havealways 
recommended,” says the platform, ‘‘ the 
best money known to the civilized world.” 
This, if it means anything, means gold. 
** And we urge that an effort be made to 
unite all commercial nations in the estab- 
lishment of an international standard, 
which shall fix for all the relative value 
of gold and silver coinage.” The gentle- 
man who penned this brazen declaration 
must have known that precisely the ‘“ ef- 
fort” that is here ‘‘ urged” was made in 
1878 by the most able representatives of 
the commercial nations of the world, and 
was so hopeless and clear a failure that 
its renewal was openly and forever aban- 
doned. And he must have known, too, 
that it would never be even discussed 
until this country puts an end to its pres- 
ent policy of taking $28,000,000 of silver a 
year from the markets of the world. 

The third matter. of actual interest is 
the reform of the civil service. It is treated 
in the one sensible resolution of the plat- 
form, which, if it stood by itself, would 
be a source of strength, but which will 
gain little respect, overlaid as it is by 
the false and foolish declarations that ac- 
company it. If, by the grace of Provi- 
dence, a decent candidate should be named 
by the convention, this resolution would 
constitute the substantial part of the plat- 
form. As for the tedious stuff that makes 
up the rest of this remarkable production 
we shall not weary our readers by com- 
ment upon it. 





NEW-YORK HARBOR. 

Every property-holder and every resi- 
dent of New-York or Brooklyn ought to 
be deeply interested in the report made 
yesterday to the Chamber of Commerce 
upon the condition of the harbor. The 
growth of this city to a metropolitan posi- 
tion was due to two coefficient causes—one 
the excellence of the harbor and the open- 
ing of a waterway between the ocean and 
the great lakes. 

Of these two courses only one remains 
efficient. The canal, in spite of all that 
has been or that can be done to maintain 
it, is superannuated as the chief highway 
of commerce. Every new device which 
cheapens transport by rail makes trans- 
port by water comparatively more costly. 
Before many years the indications are that 
the canal which was the pride of our 
grandfathers will be a useless ditch. 
When that time comes the excellence 
of the Harbor of New-York will be 
the only safeguard of the position 
which she attained by means of the 
canal. This is the advantage that we 
have received from nature and that we 
can only throw away through stupidity 
and neglect. It is absolutely essential to 
us that the harbor should be kept easily 
accessible to the largest ships employed in 
commerce, and it is to be noted that the 
size and draught of these ships are increas- 
ing every year. It is scarcely less essen- 
tial that the harbor should be made at- 
tractive to commerce by light port charges 
and by ample accommodation in wharfage 
and ‘‘terminal facilities.” 

It appears that the depth of water on 
the bar, which has for some years been less 
than it should be, has within one year 
been actually diminished by a foot in- 
stead of being increased. This result has 
been brought about by an evasion of the 
law regarding the dumping of garbage 
through the laziness of the men employed 
and the greedy selfishness of their employ- 
ers. Two States and the Federal Govern- 
ment divide the jurisdiction over these 
waters, and it is therefore comparatively 
easy for the men engaged in injuring the 
harbor to commit their depredations un- 
molested. 

The remedy proposed by the committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce is no doubt 
the trueone. It is that Congress, by en- 
acting the bill now pending before the 
River and Harbor Committee, shall as- 
sume exclusive jurisdiction over the har- 
bor for the General Government. In ad- 
dition to this, it is urgently necessary that 
a detective steamer should be kept con- 
stantly at work patrolling what are now 
the dumping grounds of the city scaven- 
gers, and that a penalty really exempla- 
ry shall be ruthlessly inflicted for any 
future violations. The detective work, 
to be effectively done, should be 
done under the direction of the persons 
immediately concerned, that is to say, of 
the merchants of New-York, of whom the 
Chamber of Commerce is the representa- 
tive. In addition to these precautions 
against further depredations on the har- 
bor, the bill making an appropriation for 
the deepening of the ship channel ought to 
be enacted forthwith. This is a matter, 
we repeat, which concerns all New-York- 
ers, and which New-York, in view of the 
activity and enterprise of her commercial 
rivals, cannot afford*to neglect or to delay. 


COLORADO CONSOLIDATED 
PIN MINE. 


THE 


The problem what becomes of the pins 
has hitherto baffled the mightiest scien- 
tific intellects. Every year two hundred 
and eighty five million pins, in round 
numbers, are lost or thrown away, never 
to be seenagain. Mr. TYNDALL has calcu- 
lated that since the beginning of the 
century enough pins have been lost in 
Europe alone to cover the British Islands 
two feet deep—assuming that the pins 
were to be packed in the same way that 
railroad iron is stowed in the hold of a 
vessel. These pins are not melted, ground 
into powder, or in other ways disinte- 
grated. Being tinned, they oxidize very 
slowly, and there can be no question that 
somewhere on our globe the two hundred + 
and eighty-five millions of missing pins 
are in existence. 

The first really scientific effort to ascer- 
tain the fate of lost pins has recently been 
made by the eminent geologist Prof. R. 
SmiTHson, of. Colorado. The Professor 
has long stoutly maintained the theory 
that veins of gold and silver are formed 
by magnetic attraction, or by some other 
force powerful enough to draw together 
particles of the metals in question. He 
has never been able to demonstrate the 


precise nature of this force, or to prove 
his theory of its influence in forming veins 
of ore, but it was his firm belief in this 
theory which enabled him to grasp the 
secret of lost pins. 

It is a well-known fact that pins taken 
into the human stomach frequently find 
their way to the surface at a long distance 
from that organ. That is to say, they 
travel slowly and without giving any hint 
of their existence from the stomach to the 
shoulders or the feet.’ Prof. SmiTHsON 
having observed this phenomenon, imme- 
diately perceived that there must be some 
law governing the action of swallowed 
pins, and some force sufficient to keep 
them in motion. After a thorough 
investigation and a series of over five 
hundred experiments made upon a 
number of Piute squaws he found 
that the usual course of a pin after leaving 
the stomach was north-westerly. That is 
to say, in the case of a squaw who habitu- 
ally sleeps on her back with her head to 
the north any pins swallowed by her 
would find their way to the surface near 
the right shoulder; and that in the case 
of asquaw habitually sleeping with her 
head to the south, the direction taken by 
pins swallowed by her would be toward 
her left foot. 

Having thus established to his own sat- 
isfaction the great scientific truth that a 
swallowed pin travels through the tissues 
of the human body in a north-westerly 
direction, Prof. SMITHSON assumed that 
pins thrown on the surface of the earth, 
and sinking, as they would be sure to do, 
out of sight, would travel through the 
earth, just as swallowed pins travel 
through the body. Whatever force 
impels a pin, slowly but surely, 
from a schoolgirl’s stomach to her right 
shoulder-blade, also impels a pin swal- 
lowed by the earth to travel toward the 
north-west. The rate of motion is in both 
cases very slow—it frequently taking a 
pin two or three years to travel the short 
distance between the stomach and the 
shoulder-blade. It is probable, however, 
that the motion of a pin through the earth, 
except when it finds its way barred by 
rocks, is at least as fast as its motion 
through the human body. 

Now, pins have been lost in the Atlantio 
States for more than a hundred years, 
and, according to Prof. SMITHSON’s theory, 
these pins have since been traveling in a 
north-westerly direction. At what depth 
beneath the surface they travel can only 
be conjectured, but, in all probability, it 
is a depth sufficient to enable them to pass 
under the beds of rivers. Somewhere 
north-west of the seaboard these pins 
ought to be found, if Prof. SmTHsoN’s 
theory is correct. In like manner, the 
pins lost in Chicago and St. Louis have 
traveled toward the north-west, and 
whenever they have met with an impene- 
trable barrier—such as a broad and deep 
ledge of quartz—they have gathered in 
veins and pockets. 

Prof. SMITHSON has not only framed 
this ingenious theory, but he has had the 
good fortune to virtually demonstrate its 
truth by the discovery of a bonanza of 
pins. While prospecting for gold at a dis- 
tance of three miles north-north-west of 
Denver City, he struck at adepth of ten 
feet a rich vein of pins. On onesideof the 
vein there was a ledge of quartz through 
which the pins had been unable to work 
their way, and hence they were heaped up 
together like drift-wood against the 
broad piers of an old-fashioned bridge. 
The deposit consisted of chemically 
pure pins, with about 1 per cent. of 
needles and atraceof hair-pins. The ayv- 
erage width of the vein was eight feet, 
and its depth fourteen; and the Professor 
traced it for a distance of half a mile, and 
also struck it by sinking shafts in two 
different places, a mile andamileand a 
half, respectively, due north of the place 
where the original discovery was made. 
He estimates that every cubic foot of this 
vein will yield fully fifteen thousand pins, 
and that in the entire vein there cannot 
be less than eight million pins, all of 
which, it is probable, have been lost by 
the women of Denver City. 

A company is already forming to work 
the Smithson Consolidated Pin Mine, and 
it is undoubtedly only the first of a large 
number of such companies. Pins are, of 
course, of little intrinsic value compared 
with gold or silver, but they do not need 
to be smelted, and are ready for the market 
as soon as they are taken from the mine. 
Now that the existence of pin veins has 
been proved, search will be made ina 
thousand different localities for pin mines, 
and there is every probability that in the 
course of the next four or five years the 
manufacture of pins will be discontinued, 
and the world will be supplied by the 
product of pin mines. 


Considering how many Americans there 
are in London and how many English- 
men have lived in the United States long 
enough to know something about them, 
the degree of ignorance which continues 
to characterize the comments of the En- 
glish press on American affairs is wonder- 
ful and unique. The London Standard 
has been delivered of an article on the 
Chicago Convention, in the course of 
which it remarks that ‘‘ the chief impor- 
tance of the present convention consists 
in deciding how far the choice of a candi- 
date can be influenced by the Irish faction 
in favor of stirring up ill-blood between 
England and America.” The managers of 
all the booms in Chicago will be equally 
astounded to learn this. This pearl is all 
of the article that the cable transmits, but 
there must be a great deal of fun in it, and 
we shall await with tender solicitude the 


arrival of the full text.

Three curious errors made by three sepa- 
rate writers appear on the pages of the current 
number of the Century magazine. One of these 
isin Mr, Ropent Grant's story, “ An Average 
Man.” Mr. Woodbury Stoughton is a candidate 
for Congress in one of the districts of this city, 
his opponent being Eugene Finchley. On the 
night of election day Stoughton’s wife, sitting at 
an open window, sees bulletined upon the side 
of a building the statement that “ returns from 
20 wards give Finchley * * * 1,700 majority 
for Congress.” The tact that any Congressional 
district in New-York City includes 20 wards 
will be news to most readers. Writing of 
“American Wild Animals in Art,” Mr. Jonraw 
HAWTHORNE describes Mr. KeEmeyYs’s cast of 
“The Still Hunt,” which he says “ will be cast in 
bronze and will then be placed in its appointed 
place in Central Park.” The statement was 
doubtless correct when Mr. HAWTHORNE’S paper 
was prepared, but it is not correct now for the 
reason that the figure was placed in the Park 
nearly one yearago. The last of the three errors 
noted is in the first paragraph of Mr. H.C. Bun- 
NER’S story, “The Red Silk Handkerchief,” in 
which the yellow sunlight streams into the room 
where the “ Superior Court of the State of New- 
York” is in session. There is no such court. 
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The canoe meet held last week at New- 
burg was a very successful affair. It was the 
first of a series of so-called local meets which are 
to take place in various parts of the country 
this Summer. There can be no doubt that the 
American Canoe Association has done and is do- 
ing a good work. Including as it does members 
in every State of the Union and in Canada, it has 
had much to do in bringing about the “canoe 
boom” that has made such marvelous progress 
during the last year. At the same time it is evi- 
dent that the members of the association 
are too widely scattered to make it possible that 
any large proportion of them can attend the 
annual meet. Hence it seems very advisable that 
the canoeists who reside within practicable 
distance of one another should have their an- 
nual local meets. There would be little diffi- 
culty, for example, in bringing together a large 
number of New-York and New-England men at 
some central point, and, in like manner, the 
canoeists of the Middle States, of Canada, and of 
the North-west might form local subdivisions of 
the association. It would beagreat pity if the 
American Canoe Association should be dis- 
panded, orif it should cease to hold its annual 
camp, but the association can be made all the 
stronger by the help of local branches, each with 
its own special annual gathering. 
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LACK OF GOLD IN CANADA.

THE DOMINION NOT READY TO REDEEM ITS 
NOTES ON DEMAND. 

OtTrawa, Ont., June 5.—There is still con- 
siderable disturbance in Canadian monetary cir- 
cles over the value of Dominion lJegal-tender 
notes for banking purposes, and discussion of 
the question is likely to have a serious effect on 
Canadian Government securities in foreign mar- 
kets. The Finance Minister is now in England 
endeavoring to float a large loan, and Govern- 


ment organs here seem to anticipate his being 
unable to succeed except on unfavorable terms, 
because they are charging tht opposition press 
with endeavoring to damage the credit of the 
country, and should the Minister failin floating 
the bonds at a good figure his failure will be at- 
tributed to utterances of the Liberal press. 
Hitherto banks working under a chirter in 
Canada have treated the Dominion Government 
notes as the equivalent of gold,but confidence in 
their value has been much shaken of late. 

When the great demaed for gold arose in 
New-York a few days ‘ago Canadian banks 
undertook to procure gold for shipment 
thither by calling on the Government to 
redeem the Dominion notes. It was then found 
that the amount cf specie in the Dominion 
Treasury was much fess than that required ly 
law, and the object of the banks was defeated, 
as the Government at once retaliated by de- 
manding the payment of public deposits, held 
by the banks, in gold. This is the second time 
that Dominion notes have been found not to 
possess the value of gold for banking purposes. 
Much business was 1st to banks by their failure 
to obtain gold. A large consignment of specie 
ordered by the Government from Englund hes 
not vet arrived. The banks are demanding such 
achange in the system as will enable them to 
ebtain gold in redemption of Dominion notes at 
any time. 


LOSSES BY FIRE. 


CotumsBos, Ga., June 5.—A special from 
West Point states that a disastrous fire occurred 
in that place last night. The fire broke’out at 
about 11:15 o’clock in T. C. Haralson & Co.’s 
store and spread rapidly, destroying five bar- 
rooms, one grocery store, a newspaper Office. one 
general store, several shoe shops, and other 
buildings. Among the losers are G. W. Ed- 
wards, D. A. Jones & Co., M. J. Longshire, T. C. 
Haralson & Co., W. C. Bailey, G. T. Mitcham, M. 
D. Rowe & Co., G. & L. L. Croft, and J. W. 
Brantley. The houses burned were valued at 
$20,000, and were generally well insured. The 
losers who had no insurgnce are Dr. W. R. Chris- 
tian, Dr. Griggs, who lost books and instru- 
ments, and M. A. Turner, a tailor, who lost 
heavily. The efforts of the Fire Department 
were ineffectual in controlling the flames. 


A fire occurred yesterday afternoon ina 
frame stable at the rear of No. 736 Atlantic-ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, owned by James McGivney, 
which caused damage to theextent of $2,000. The 
flames communicated toa large frame stable at 
Nos. 738 and 742 Atlantic-avenue. owned by John 
Van Sugen, the loss on which, including a num- 
ber of light wagons stored in the building, is es- 
timated at $4,000. 

Ewing & Co.’s spice mills, in Montreal, 
Quebec, were destroyed by fire yesterday. The 
loss is estimated at $50.000; insured as. follows: 
British American, $2,000; Guardian, $6,000; Lon- 
don and Lancashire. $3,000; National, $2,500; 
Liverpool and London and Globe, $5,000; Royal 
Canadian, $5,000; Phoenix. $6,000; Norwich 
Union, $2,500; Citizens’, $2,000. 

The planing mill of McAllister & Co., in 
Cleveland, Ohio, was damaged by fire yesterday 
morning to the extent of $30,000. The origin of 
the fire is unknown. 

Laviolette & Co.’s foundry and machine 
shop at St. Jerome, Quebec, were destroyed by 
fire Wednesuay night, causing a loss of $12,000. 

A fire in the grocery store of H. H. Mah- 
land, at No. 647 Clason-avenue, Brooklyn, yester- 
day, caused damage to the extent of $3,000.

THE LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE 
‘ ‘ROUND-ROBIN. 
‘BESIGNATIONS INSTEAD OF SUBSCRIPTIONS— 
MR. GOULD’S THE FIRST WRITTEN—THE 
POOL BROKERS IN DANGER. 

In Wall-street yesterday the affairs of 
the Louisville and Nashville Railroad Company 
were a subject of much more earnest discussion 
than even the Chicago Convention. The stock, 
which closed on Wednesday at/3254, opened down 
at S14. and fell off steadily to 2634, with a closing 
rally to 273. Since the revelations accompanying 
the resignation of President Baldwin there has 
Deen a strong belief that the company was in a 
worse condition than the Directors would ac- 
knowiledze. It issaid this conviction became a 
certainty when the new President, Mr. J. 5. Rog- 
ers, got a chance to reveal the real state of 


affairs. 

The information was furnished to the Street 
early yesterday morning thata lengthy circular 
was issued a week ago, signed by many of the 
largest stoekholders, (including President Rogers 
and other high officials.) calling upon all the 
present Directors to resign in order that a new 
board might be chosen, to be composed of mem- 
bers who hold sufficient amounts of the stock 


to make their zeal for the welfare of the 
company paramount to their interest in the 
Bhare market, it being alleged that the present 
Directors have long since disposed of most of the 
stock they held, so that debts or dividends were a 
matter of no great concern to them. The circu- 
Jar in question. if there was such a document, 
could be seen by nobody during the day, nor 
could anybody be found to say he had received, 

Igned, or seen such a circular. The head of the 

rokerage firm of one prominent Director, how- 
ever, asserted positively that the circular was a 
fact, and that all the Directors had actually re- 
signed already in compliance therewith. 

The explanation to the latter statement ap- 

in additional! particulars ot the meeting on 
ednesday. which leaked out yesterday. H. 
Victor Newcomb, a former President, was asked 
in a written petition, signed by the new Presi- 
dent, J. 8. Rogers, and others, to again take the 
position. He was present at the meeting, 
jit was, stated, to look into the cémpany’s 
{ffairs. "Jt happened that a loan effected while 
Mr. Baidwin was at the head of affairs had been 
called. The Directors were asked to make up a 
sort of round-robin to pay it—to put down on 
paper the amounts they would advance the com- 
y to enable it to respond to the call. The 
irectors seized paper and began writing. Mr. 
Jay Gould drew a note from his pocket and 
handed it to the Secretary. It was his resignation 
as a Director, prepared beforehand. The slips 
handed up by the other gentlemen as soon as 
they could finish writing them astonished the 
Secretary and presiding oflicer by turning out to 
be resignations in all instances. Then President 
Rogers wrote out his resignation. It. was not 
deemed expedient to accept the resignations 
until the road could be put in responsible hands, 
and they were not actedon. The deficit to be 
made up was said to be nearer four millions 
than one. ; 

The story was that Mr. Newcomb, seeing the 

ossibility of the road going into the hands of a 

eceiver, did not deem it advisable to accept the 
Presidency unless the financial reliet of the com- 

any was madesure. It was understood that he 

terested himself to see what amount of money 
could be raised, but with what success was not 
known. He did not, however, make any prom- 
ises to the persons who wanted him to take the 
Presidency. 

It was stated that a meeting of the Board of 
Directors was in progress many hours yester- 
day. At the Louisville and Nashville of- 
fice this was denied. Mr. F. D. Carley, the 
Third Vice-President, however, afterward gave 
to a TIMES reporterastatement. He said that 
some of the Directors had held a conference and 
had prepared this, which was as follows: 

“Weare planning for a reorganization of the Board 
of Directors, with the view of bringing in some stron 
men who have partially promised to co-operate with 
us. As to losses from speculation, we have no modifi- 
eations to make of our original statement. Should an 
examination of our books disclose anything that should 
be made public, we will not hesitate to do so. 

“Ax f the sensation article in THE TIMES, we certain- 
ly would like to have $1,000,000, but there is no special 
demand upon us for money in the sense that the para- 
graph would indicate.” 

The present officers and Directors of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Company are: President—J. 
S. Rogers; First Vice-President—Milton AH. 
Smith; Second—George A. Washington; Third- 
F. D. Carley; Directors—C. C. Baidwin, ¥F. D. 
Carley, E. H. Green, John KE. Green, Jay Gould, 
W.C. Hall, J. 8. Rogers, Thomas F. Ryan, Rus- 
tell Sage, George A. Washington, W. F. White- 
house, W. 8. Williams, and James T. Woodward. 

Among the Directors above mentioned will be 
poted the name of Thomas F. Ryan, who, it will be 
remembered, is on record as baving voted with 
President C.C. Baldwin to use the company’s 
cash in “ boosting” the stock. It will also be recol- 
lected that it was through Mr. Ryan's own firm 
of brokers—that of which be is a member, Lee, 
Ryan & Warren, of No. 19 William-street—that 
the speculative operations were conducted and 
the company’s money was spent. It was stated 
yesterday that among the movements now on 
foot was one to extend to Mr. Ryan a full share 
in the responsibility of irregularly expending 
the money in the attempt to advance or sustain 
the price of Louisville and Nashville stock and 
bonds in the market, and to recover from the 
firm the full amount so disposed of, civilly if it 
can be, otherwise if itmust. Mr. Ryan could not 
be found at his office yesterday afternoon. He 
was not at his house when the reporter called 
there at 10 o'clock last nizht. nor were the other 
Directors to be found at their usual up-town 
haunts, where the question of the Receivership 
was the only one discussed with reference to the 
Louisviile and Nashville Road. It was the talk 
that p’eparations were being made, if worse 
came to worst, to put the road in the hands of a 
Receiver, 

The general understanding was that a com- 
plete reorganization would be made any way, 
andthat if Mr. Newcomb was induced to take 
charge there would be an entire revolution in 
the practical management, including the 
inauguration of radical economic measures. 
Mr. Newcomb was known to have said 
that the expenses of the road could be curtailed 
without interfering with its operation. There 
were said to be many loans out, which might be 
called at any time, and this was given as a reason 
for the reported preparations to apply for a 
Receivership in an emergency. 

A reporter of THe Times called last evening 
on Mr. Newcomb and asked if it was true that 
the Presidency of the road bad _ been tendered to 
him? Mr. Newcomb declined to say whether 
this was true or not. He would only say that 
the duties and responsibilities incident to the po- 
sition were such that it would not be possib!e for 
bim to-entertain the proffer if it was tendered. 

** What,” asked the reporter, ** is your opinion 
concerning the future of the road ? 

“The business and earnings of the road are 
greater than at any time in its history. The 
earnings are simplv phenomenal.

TAXING POWER NOT LIMITED. 
JUDG? DIXON'S DECISION AGAINST THE JER- 


SEY CENTRAL. 

TRENTON, June 5.—The case of Henry 8. 
Little, President of the Central Railroad of New- 
Jersey, against Samuel D. Bowers, formerly 
Controller of Elizabeth, and the city of Elizabeth, 
an opinion was delivered to-day by Justice 
Dixon inthe New-Jersey Supreme Court. The 
decision isa most important one. The syllabus 
of the case is as follows: ‘The Central Railroad 
Company of New-Jersey has no irrepealable 
contract with the State limiting the exercise of 


the taxing power.” The claim of the Central 
Railroad Company is that the force of the sup- 
omens to the charter of the Somerville and 
aston Railroad Company of March 17, 1854, and 
the company’s written acceptance of the same, 
is that an irrepealable contract was made_be- 
tween the State and the corporation, to the effect 
that the jatter should pay a tax of one-half of 1 
per cent. pen the cost of the road, and that no 
other tax should be levied upon the company. 

“If the question were an open one,” Judge 
Dixon says, “I would have no hesitation in 
reaching the conclusion that the power of taxa- 
tion could not be made the subject of contract 
by the Legislature. That it was intrusted to the 
Legislature to be exercised and not to be de- 
stroyed or abridged. Asit resided in our proto- 
type, the English Parliament, unimpaired by 
acts of previous sessions of that body, so it was 

ossessed by the Legislature, unfettered save as 

undamental law restrained it. The constitu- 
tional clause protecting contracts could nut with 
reason be extended to what in all our history 
had been regarded not asa bargain between par- 
ties at hberty to assent or dissent, but as an ex- 
tension of sovereign power, controlling the will- 
ing and unwilling alike. ! 

* But unfortunately, as I think, the question 
is closed by judicial decisions, which a court in 
this State can’t disturb, and, unless these decis- 
ions shall be reversed, it must be conceded that 
the Legislature has ——- to barter away this 
essential attribute of government. But in view 
of the extraordinary character ot this power and 
of the great inconvenience consequent upon 
even its occasional use, and of the utter destruc- 
tion of the Government that wouid follow its 
frequent exercise, courts must feel constrained 
to decide that it has been put in form only when 
the opposite judgment cannot be founded by a 
rational mind. If to doubt whether the State 
has parted with any public right is to ne re- 
solved that it has not, certainly language can 
scarcely express the reluctance of courts to infer 
that this most important of all public rights has 
been surrendered.” 

The fact that the company filed a written ac- 
ceptance of the act of 1854 was relied upon as the 
basis of the irrepealable charter. The opinion 
continues; “It appears to me to be entitled to 
no such scope. It is the genera] rule that the 
charters ot private corporations become opera- 
tive upon their acceptance by the parties inter- 
ested. But whether the needed assent is to be 
given in one form or another seems of little im- 
portance in determiniug the nature of the rights 
conferred. The selection of any form should not 
give rise to an inference that it was intended to 
repeal a prior Jaw,-and so to abridge the taxing 
power of the State. It is insisted that a decision 
of the Supreme Court of the United States neces- 
sitates the opposite conclusion. I do not think 
so. The case referred to and the present one are 
quite dissimilar.” 

The difference between the cases are reviewed 
at length, and the opinion concludes as follows: 
* These differences between the situations of the 
two companies involve the main grounds on 
which the Supreme Court of the United States 
based its decision, and they deprive the present 
claim of any support from the judgment of that 
high tribunal. The taxes under review should 
be affirmed, with costs.”

TO ABSORB THE BLAIR SYSTEM. 
THE SCHEME SAID NOT TO BE ADVANTAGEOUS 
TO THE NORTH-WESTERN. 

A sufficient number of proxies have been 
received at the Chicago and North-western Rail- 
way office in this city to insure the carrying out 
of the plan of the company to absorb the Blair 
system of railroads in Iowa, which it has hitherto 
operated under lease. The claim is made by the 


company that the absorption by the issue of 
stock and bonds in exchange for the Blair securi- 
ties will result in a saving. The interest and 
dividends on the securities will not, it is alleged, 
amount to what has heretofore been paid in 
rentais. The company assumes bonds and obli- 
gations to the amount of $11,149,600 and issues 
$1,968.000 of its 5 per cent. debenture bonds and 
$14,757,500 of its common stock. 

Figures have been prepared by a gentleman 
interested in the Biair system to show that the 
charges to the North-western Road will be in- 
creased instead of decreased. The authority for 
the figures makes the interest on the $13,117,600 
of bonds assumed and to be issued, $821.772. On 
the stock at 7 per cent. the dividends are put 
down at $1,083,250. The old rentals were $1,570,- 
948. Theincrease in the rentals is thus figured at 
$283,849. These tigures are accompanied with the 
statement that $5,000,000 more of debenture 
bonds are to be issued for betterments on the 
Blair system. The interest will be 5 per cent,, 
and has not been figured in the company’s show- 


ing. 
fi was stated in Wall-street yesterday that the 
North-west stock held by John I. Blair had been 
coming on the market this week. 
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THE MEXICAN CENTRAL. 

Boston, June 5.—The committee ap- 
pointed at the last meeting of the Mexican Cen- 
tral Railroad Company to consider the proposi- 
tion to fund the coupons falling due on July 1 
was not ready to report at to-day’s adjourned 
meeting. The Directors, however, informally 
considered the matter in all its bearings, and 
though they have formed no resolution, and 
authorized no statement, there is reason to be- 


lieve that the investors in the bonds will be asked 
to forego interest until the road earns 
it. No opinion is expressed: as to how 
soon this will be, but some of the Direc- 
tors think it is not reasonable to suppose 
that there will be any need of funding more 
than two or @three, or at most four, semi-annual 
payments, unless the bondholders shall prefer 
that mode of putting in more money for the 
compietion of the brar ches, which is not likely 
to be recommended. ‘here are no discourage- 
ments connected with the road except the in- 
evitable one of its being new, and that it must 
await the growth of the remunerative business 
which all consider sure to come. It is believed 
to be better to let the situation be fairly faced hy 
those whose interests are at stake than to bor- 
row money to pay interest.

MORE LAND GRANT FORFEITURES. 
TAKEN FROM THE CALIFORNIA AND OREGON 
AND IRON MOUNTAIN ROADS. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—The Democrats in 
Congress are in a mood for forfeiting railroad 
land grants, and they propose to get cut of the 
way as many of this class of bills as possible dur- 
ing the present week under the difficulties at- 
tending the absence of a quorum. There are 
over 200 members in the city, and 163 is a quorum, 
but the interest so many of them have in the 
proceedings at Chicago draws away from the 
Representatives’ hall enough to break a quorum, 


and the only remedy is. for members who are 
paired to answer to their names. Bills forfeit- 
ing the grants to the California and Oregon Rail- 
road and the Iron Mountain and Pilot Knob 
Road, in Missouri, were passed to-day without 
opposition in either case. In fact, there was no 
opposition to the forfeiture of the Iron Mount- 
ain grant, because it was asked for by the com- 
pany itself, in order to be released from the re- 
quirements of the granting act. 

When Mr. Lewis, of Louisiana, called up a bill 
to forfeit the grant to the New-Orleans, Baton 
Rouge and Vicksburg Road, better known as the 
Backbone land grant, Mr. Ellis and Mr. Oates 
called attention to the fact that this case de- 
served special consideration, and appealed to the 
House to fix a day for its consideration next 
week, when absent members will have returned. 
Six members of the'Public Lands Committee 
recommended that the grant be forfeited. Five 
members of the committee and all but two mem- 
bers of the Judiciary Committee reported that 
Congress had no right to take such action. Mr. 
Lewis was determined to take advantage of the 
absence of a large number of Republicans to 
push his bill through, but Mr. Ellis insisted upon 
postponement, and by dilatory tactics forced an 
adjournment. The struggie will be renewed 
to-morrow, with the chances in favor of a vic- 
tory for Mr. Lewis,as a majority of Democrats 
are on his siae of the question.

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ENO STILL IN CUSTODY. 


HIS CASE. POSTPONED AND AN APPLICATION 
FOR BAIL DENIED. 

Qveszc, June 5.—There was considerable 
curiosity this morning to know what would be 
the next move in the Eno , when it became 
known that Detective Fahey, whose presence as 
a witness was promised for to-day, had not ar- 
rived. It was early known that strong argu- 
ments would be made in support of an applica- 
tion for the release’ of the prisoner. The Crown 
Attorney, Pelletier, opened the proceedings in 
court by reading telegrams from Montreal &c- 
counting for Fahey’s non-arrival. One of these 


dated yesterday, said that he was about to leave 
for Quebec, A later dispatch stated that he was 
subpcenaed before the Grand Jury and could not 
appear. This was indorsed by a similar message 
to the Attorney-General from the Crown Prose- 
cutor in Montreal. In consequence of Fahey's 
absence the Crown counsel deemed it his duty to 
the | mer to ask a postponement of the case 
until to-morrow. 

The detense characterized the proceedings as 
vexatious and frivolous. Here was his client, 
the counsel said, detained nearly a week on the 
testimony of Fahey alone, who no sooner saw 
that he was about to be cross-examined on _ his 
evidence than he ran away to Montreal, and had 
evidently had himself subpcenaed in order that he 
should be kept from coming here. Mr. Irvine re- 
minded the court that he had stated yesterday 
his belief that Fahey would not be here to-day, 
and twitted the Crown Prosecutor with having 
said yesterday that he would not oppose the 
prisoner’s release to-day if Fahey was not 
ye A long argument followed, in which 

he Crown Prosecutor disclaimed any interest in 
taking sides with either party, and insisted that 
the case must be postponed for Fahey’s produc- 
tion. It was contended that he had sworn with- 
out any knowledge of the facts. If this was 
shown to be.the case he would have to explain 
himself. He acknowledged that the p ings 
in Montreal before the preliminary investigation 
was concluded here were most unusual. 

The court having rejected the application for 
the prisoner's discharge, his counsel asked for his 
release on bail. This was also denied. although 
Mr. Irvine showed that the prisoner had no 
means of escape from Quebec. The case is there- 
fore postponed until to-morrow, the Judge re- 
marking that he would at any time hear applica- 
tions in chambers. 


MONTREAL, June 5.—Eno has scored an- 
other point to-day. This marueng another in- 
dictment was laid before the Grand Jury, charg- 
ing him with bringing stolen money into Can- 
ada. The only witness examined was Detective 
Fahey, and the prosecution, anticipating from 
the remarks of the jury that the proof was not 
considered sufficient, withdrew the indictment. 
Hada true bill been returned a bench warrant 
would have been issued, and Dotective Fahey 
would have immediately boarded a special train 
tor Quebec to bring the prisoner to this city. 


The Grand Jury of the Court of General Ses- 
sions has found an indictment for forgery in the 
second degree against John C. Eno, and a bench 
warrant was yesterday issued for Eno’s arrest by 
Judge Gildersleeve. It is probable that the Dis- 
trict Attorney will ask for the extradition of 
Eno on this warrant, although neither he 
nor any of his assistants would state 
their intentions yesterday. The law on 


which the indictment was based says that 
any person who, with intent to defraud, makes 
an entry “in any book of record kept by a cor- 
poration doing business within the State, or in 
any account kept by such a corporation, where- 
by any pecuniary obligatiun, claim, or credit is, 
or purports to be, created, increased, dimin- 
ished, discharged, or in any manner effected,” is 

uilty of forgery in the second degree. The 

‘anadian law covering such cases reads as fol- 
lows: ** Whoever forges or alters any account- 
book, or thing written or printed or otherwise 
made capable of being read with intent to de- 
fraud, is guilty of felony.” 

The latter clause was shown to Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Allen, who was asked if the ex- 
tradition of Eno could be effected under this 
law. *‘‘In my opinion, yes,” said Mr. Allen, “ pro- 
vided Eno has heen indicted for any such of- 
fense.” He refused to say that Eno had been in- 
dicted or that any papers in reference to the case 
were in his possession. He stated, however, that 
no one had been sent to Canada with the war- 
rant. The penalty for forgery in the second de-

VERITAS MUST PURGE ITSELF. 
THE CLOSING SESSION OF THE GRAND LODGE 
OF MASONS. 


The third day’s proceedings of the Grand 
Lodge of Free and Accepted Masons in the State 
of New-York opened at 9A. M. yesterday with 
prayer by the Rev. Charles W. Camp, of Kingston- 
on-the-Hudson. The Grand Secretary was di- 
rected to have published the monitorial portion 
of the work adopted at this session of the Grand 
Lodge, the proceeds of itssale to go tothe Hall 
and Asyluin Fund. The recommendation of the 
committee appointed to take measures to expe- 
dite the business of the Grand Lodge, suggesting 
that a vote be taken at four places instead of one 
in the Grand Lodge room, was adopted. The com- 
mittee reported against any change in the method 
of representation, and the recommendation 


was concurred in. The reports of Past Grand 
Master Flagler, trom the Committee on War- 
rants, and Past Grand Master Roome, 
from the Committee on Jurisprudence, were 
adopted, as were the reports of Chief Commis- 
sioner Frank K. Lawrence on the various mat- 
ters submitted to the Commission of Appeals. 
The elective officers of the Grand Lodge were 
empowered to secure such legislation at Albany 
as will render the Trustees of the.Hall and Asy- 
lum Fund at all times accountable to the officers 
mentioned. The report of the committee charged 
with investigating the affairs of the Hall and 
Asyium Fund, which was read by John Hodge, 
recommended a number of changes in the man- 
ner of conducting the business affairs of the 
Temple. The recommendations were adopted. 

‘rhe most important report of the session was 
that of the cpecial committee appointed to in- 

uire into the existence of an alleged schismatic 

erman Masonic society known as “ Veritas, 
the allusions to the operations of which in the 
address of Grand Master Simmons created intense 
excitement among the 3,200 German Masons in 
this city. The report of this committee, which 
was read by the Chairman, Charles T. McClena- 
chan, sets forth that the officers and many 
members of * Veritas” had been examined, and 
that their expression of loyalty to the Grand 
Lodge was unanimous, They _denounced 
any i of seceding from their English- 
speaking brethien, and declared their in- 
nocence of any connection with the dis- 
loyal and disrespectful utterances contained 
in the Masonic newspaper which they 
bad unfortunately acknowledged as their organ. 
Many of them had subscribed to the constitution 
of “ Veritas” without being aware of the fact 
that they were thereby declaring themselves in- 
dependent of all Masonic supreme authority. 
They are willing to do anything proper to prove 
their alleziance to the Grand Lodge, and dia not 
complain of the rigorous action of Grand Mas- 
ter Simmons, who, in view of the representations 
made to him, was fully justified in sustaining 
the dignity and authority of the Grand Lodge. 
The report, which fully sustains the action of 
the Grand Master, after an exhaustive review of 
the matter, conciudes as follows: : 

a ation of brethren for the purposes 0 
scared improvement in literary, scientific, and philo- 
sophic subjects, und the study and exposition of Free- 
masonry or Masonic literature, is rather to be com- 
mended than condemned; but neither this Grand 
Lodge nor its Grand Master can for an instant permitan 
evasion. under any clouk whatsoever, on the part of 
avy society, or a violation in the spirit or in the letter 
of the third section of the constitution, which says that 
the Grund Lodge bas supreme and exclusive jurisdic- 
tion over al] matters of unciert craft Masonry within 
the territorial limits of the State of New-York, and no 
society hasthe right or power to subvert the intent of 
such section by sophistry in lectures tending to wean 
eway the loyalty orcreate disaflection among a brother- 
hood that should have solidarity as one of its founda- 
tion stones. Your committee beg leave to recommend, 
and in recommending have full faith that such recom- 
mendation wil! be cheerfully adopted by the Society of 
Veritas, that the said society strike out the entire ob- 
jectionable and offensive language of the section 
of their constitution at the earliest. period and 
report the same to the Grand Master, and thus 
purge themselves of even an implication of disloyalty, 
which disloyalty your committee do not believe they 
possess. Furthermore. that the members of the So- 
ciety of Veritas, as evidence of their faith in American 
ideas of Freemasonry, set their seal of disapproval on 
the misleading doctrines and offensive utterances of a 
certain Masonic newspaper. and obliterate from its con- 
stitution the decleration that such newspaper is the 
organ of such society.” 

The report of the committee was unanimously 
adopted, and the “ Veritas” difficulty thereby 
amicably adjusted. The newly elected officers 
were then installed with much solemnity by 
Grand Master Simmons, und after the new Grand 
Master, William A. Brodie, had assumed the 
chair the retiring Grand Master made a farewell 
address which was applauded to the echo. On 
motion of Kufus T. Griggs a vote of thanks and 
complimentary resolutions to the retiring Grand 
Master were adopted, and it was ordered that 
an engrossed copy be presented to Mr. Sim- 
mons, who has proved himself one of the most 
able heads of the Masonic fraternity that this 
city has ever produced. 

Grand Master Brodie appointed as Commission- 
ers of Appeals Past Grand Master James M. Gib- 
son, (instead of Frank R. Lawrence, Chief Com- 
missioner,) William Sherer, and Fredeyick A. 
Burnbam. The one hundred and third annual 
communication of the Grand Lodge then closed 
with prayer.

THE FAITH CURE IN COURT. 
A MINISTER FORCED TO SUBSTITUTE PHY- 
SICIANS FOR PRAYERS. 

The Rev. Clement T. Blanchett is an 
Episcopal minister who cannot be accused of not 
practiciug what he preaches. He is a firm be- 
liever in the faith cure, and tested it upon his 
§-year-old daughter until the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children interfered in 
the child’s behalf. He has been for yearsa mis- 
sionary in Tokio, Japan, having been appointed 
from the Illinois Diocese. His first knowledge 
of the faith cure was acquired from accounts in 
the newspapers of cures effected by the Rey. 
Mr. Sloan, of Stratford, Conn. Mrs. Blanchett, 
he says, bad been an invalid for years froma 


nervous disorder, one of the symptoms of which 
was a burning sensation and pain in thesoles of 
her feet. He wrote to Mr. Sloan, and finally, 
on April 23, Mrs. Blanchett concluded that she 
would submit herseif to the treatment. She did 
80,and was anointed and prayed over by Mr. 
Sloan. The Blanchetts say that her disease had 
resisted the best medical treatment, but suc- 
cumbed to the faith cure. Pains left her, to re- 
turn at intervals of a few days, and at last ceased 
altogether. 

The couple are now boarding at No. 47 West 
Thirty-tifth-street, Mr. Blanchett being at pres- 
ent on a vacation. He attended the Missionary 
Conference in May, and returned on the 12th of 
tbat month to find that his 6-year-old daugnter, 
Annie Van Ness Blanchett. was suffering from a 
fracture of the left arm, caused by a playmate 
letting her fali. His wife had concluded to try 
the faith cure and he concurred with her and re- 
fused to summon a physician. Other boarders in 
the house learned of the accident and tried to 

yersuade the parents to have the child attended 

y a surgeon, but Mr. Blanchett remained firm 
and politely declined to do so. Hesaysthe child’s 
arm progressed finely and she was yy re- 
covering the use of it, and would have been 
eured had no one interfered. Recently he visited 
Geneva and Potsdam, N. Y., and returned on 
Tuesday last. He found two letters awaitin 
him, one from Assistant Bishop Potter, who had 
been informed of the child’s condition and treat- 
ment. It read: 

* Acting on the advice of the Bishop, might I not ask 
you to reconsider your determination not to seek the 
aid of a physician or surgeon? Whether you believe 
tnis or no, can you not waive your views a little, so as 
to avoid the unpleasant consequences which are likely 
to follow? I earnest!y beg you will do so, Though you 
do not belong to my diocase, I think I have the right to 
believe you think me your friend. I will not express 
A Opinion as to the best means of effecting your 
ghild’s recovery. I hopel agree with youas to the 
efficacy of prayer as to our daily wants.” 

‘The second letter was from Mrs. E. Ellery An- 
derson, of No. 165 Madison-avenue, and was 
rather more to the point. She informed him that 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Children was in possession of the facts and was 
prepared to act upon them in case the Bishop’s 
advice was not heeaed. She informed him also 
that it would make no difference if he went to 
Stratford, asthe society there would act on the 
case on receipt of advices from President Geary, 
and also that the society had the promise of Mr, 
Branchett’s name and address by 9 o’clock the 
next day, before whch time he could decide 
what he would do. The letter hoped that his de- 
cision would prove favorable, and thus avert 
unpleasant consequences. 

r. Blanchett called on Assistant Bishop 
Potter and summoned a physician, but before he 
arrived Agent Wilson of the society paid the 
missionary a visit, and served a summons for 
him to appear in the Yorkville Court. When he 
learned that a surgeon had been sent for Mr. 
Wilson said he would call again, and did so in the 
evening. Meantime, Dr. Gifford came,and Dr. 
J.C. A. Jersey, of the New-York Hospital, was 
algo called in. He found the child sufferin 
from what is known asa green stick fracture o 
the radius ulna of the 1ight forearm.

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STREET RAILROADS PROJECTED. 
ALDERMEN ATTACKED WITH LATIN BY MR. 
SHEPARD AND LOGIC BY MR. SHAW, 
Aldermen McLoughlin. Miller, Waite, 
Dempsey, and De Lacy, constituting the Commit- 
tee on Railroads of the Commbn Council, occupied 
the Clerk's seat in the Aldermanic chamber yes- 
terday morning, and were valled ** your honors” 
and “ your honorable body” by the lawyers who 
represent some of thestreet railway companies 
who want to lay new tracks in the streets and 
avenues of this city. These gentiemen had been 
asked to tell why tbe Common Council! should 
grant permission for laying new tracks, and 


they endeavored to do so. Elliott F. Shep- 
ard argued in favor of the petition of 
the New-York City Railway Company, which 
wants most of the thoroughiares not now used 
for street railways. Mr. Shepard admitted that 
his company had not been a: le to get the consent 
of the owners of one-half of the property along 
the lines it proposed to construct, which it would 
require in order to make use of the consent of 
the Common Council, and also that it had applied 
to the Supreme Court for the appointment of 
Commiasioners to determine whether or not the 
company should be permitted to build the roads. 
However, New-York, Mr. Shepard intimated, 
lifted up its voice as one man and pleaded for 
the railroads his company wanted to buiid. 

James R. Cuming, representing the Beit Line 
Road, found much to admire in Mr. Shepard's 
Eason as a public benefactor. Nevertheless, 

is company felt constrained to oppose Mr. 
Shepard’s company’s scheme. Not only had 
that company failed so far to secure the con- 
sent of the requisite number of property-own- 
ers, but it could never secure the consent. 
The Belt Line Company had operated roads 
upon certain of the streets and avenues which 
the New-York Company proposed to use fora 
great many years. Its service had been satisfac- 
tory,and it objected to its lines being paralleled. 
“We claim,” said Mr. Cuming, “that'we have 
vested rights, which, in all honesty and all good 
faith, ought not o be disturbed.” 

Mr. Shepard said Mr. Cuming wasa monopolist, 
and the case of the New-York C.ty Company was 
declared closed. 

Mr. Franklin A. Paddock mare for the 
Second-Avenue Company, which desires to runa 
line through First-avenue, trom Fifty-seventh 
to Ninety-second street. It wvuuld interfere 
with none of the existing lines, he said, and the 
consent of 70 to 80 per cent. of the property-own- 
ers had been secured. 

Mr. William C. Trull argued in favor of the 
—— of the petition of the Forty-second- 

treet, Manhattanville and St. Nicholas-Avenue 
Railroad Company. The original charter, he 
said, was granted in 1876, and the company bad 
laid tracks in Forty-second-street. It had been 
prevented from completing its tracks by legal 
proceedings and it now asked to be treated asa 
new company. 

Mr. Charles P. Shaw, whose distinguished la- 
bors in behalf of the Cable Railway Company 
won for him the respect of the purchaseable 
vote of the late Legislature, arose and put in 
a claim for 70 miles of streets in this city in 
which, he said, his company had vested rights 
for various riods, ranging from two to ten 
years. Mr. Shaw informed the committee that 
the Cable kailway Company was the child of 
the Rapid Transit Commission. The commis- 
sion was asked for by owners of three hundred 
million dollars worth of property. *‘* The system 
devised,” said Mr. Shaw, * is supposed to be of 
the greatest beneficence and protective of the 
public rights.” Then Mr. Shaw said his company 
was ina “state of antagonism to ali the other 
roads.” All the rights which the Rapid Transit 
Commission had ever possessed, would ever pos- 
sess, or cver wanted to possess, Mr. Shaw, with 
great earnestness, claimed for the cable com- 
pany. 

Alderman Waite pointed out to the lawyer 
that his company had nostanding before the 
committee because it had filed no application 
for permission to construct its lines. Mr. Shaw 
admitted this, and said he appeared as an objec- 
tor to all the other lines. ‘Opinions sustaining 
our claims,” said Mr. Shaw, “have been given 
by a number of eminent lawyers, including Mr. 
Evarts, Mr. Wheeler H. Peckham, and—myself. 
There is no sentiment here. We are all corpor- 
ations. Nosouis, Cant feel. Simply a state of 
things, and we are dealing with things.” Mr. 
Shaw smiled biandly, and then sat down. 

“I never heard a more absurd claim in my 
life,” observed Mr. Trull. “This cable company 
dies hard. The Rapid Transit Commission was 
expressly prohibited from laying out a route 
through Forty-second-street, ana because it was 
so prohibited Mr. Shaw comes here and claims it 
has vested rights in the street.” 

Mr. Shepard distributed some Latin, which he 
thoughtfully translated before it bad time to 
affect the gentlemen present, and Mr. Shaw said 
that there were two separate systems under 
which the company desiring to lay tracks could 
proceed.

A PROTECTION CHALLENGE. 
EFFECT OF THE TARIFF PLANK IN THE RE- 
PUBLICAN PLATFORM. 


. 

Mr. J.8. Moore, the thoughtful writer 
on tariff matters, was asked last evening how he 
regarded the tariff plank in the Republican na- 
tional platform, Hesaid: “The tariff plank, in 
my opinion, is unreservedly a protection chal- 
lenge to the Democratic Party, and I feel very 
glad that this issue is now squarely made. The 
Democrats certainly cannot shuffie under this 
challenge. They will either have to copy such a 
protective doctrine in a vacillating way or take 
up the glove in a chivalrous manner. I think 
that the country is perfectly ripe for this great 
battle. Itis certainly unfortunate for the mak- 


ers of the platform that a protective tariff—a 
continuous protective tariff for 20 years—has 
landed us where the country. is suffering from 
overproduction, from innumerable bankrupt- 
cies, strikes and dissatisfaction among laborers, 
such as have hardly ever been surpassed in se- 
verity, and, therefore, in my opinion, the time 
has come for striking off the shackles from our 
trade and industries.” 

* Do you think that any of the tariff clauses 
were inserted in the platform with any ‘special 
object in view ?” 

* Well, the tariff plank—or rather planks, for 
there are several of them—certainly seem to have 
an eye to business, for I observe that the early 
voting State of Ohio is honored with an especial 
tariff plank for restoring the duties on raw wool. 
That the tariff policy, and protection in general, 
is a swindle can best be seen, in my opinion, by 
the fact that this very reduction of the duty on 
wool, of which that plank so emphatically com- 
plains, was actually recommended by a protec- 
tionist tariff commission, enacted by a protec- 
tionist Congress, and signed by a protectionist 
President. It seems, therefore, almost ridiculous 
for protectionists to complain of what was act- 
ually their own handiwork. Buton the whole, 
as I said before, the tariff planks are certainly 
the best things that could at this present time 
= tothe policy of revenue reform.” 

“In your ee. do the tariff clauses make a 
fair issue before the country ?”’ 

” The issue is simply this; whether the country 
should continue to pay war taxes in a time of 
peace for a few favored classes or whether taxes 
should be levied for the purpose of revenue for 
the maintenance of the country. And I believe 
that the result will not be doubtful.” 

** Will the tariff clauses strengthen the Repub- 
lican Party in the coming campaign ?” 

“ As to that, much of course depends on the 
candidate selected. There are, no doubt, men in 
the Republican Party from whom a choice may 
be made, whom even such an ultra-protectionist 

jank would not,deter from seeking a _ re- 

orm in the revenues of the country and reduc- 
ing taxation. Other men, on the contrary, 
would perhaps blindly follow this insane doc- 
trine of continuing war taxes in times of peace,”

THE AMERICA’S FIRST TRIP. 
A SPEEDY PASSAGE BY THE NEW NATIONAL 
LINE STEAMER, 

The new National steam-ship America, 
which arrived off Sandy Hook Wednesday night, 
came uptoher dock yesterday morning. Her 
corrected time was¢6days 15 hours and 4] min- 
utes. This is but 5 hours and 31 minutes be- 
hind the best record, and for a first trip 
is something unprecedented. The Amer- 
ica left Queenstown on the morning of May 28, 
and at noon on the following day was 477 miles 
from port. Her day’s runs during the re- 
mainder of the voyage were as _ follows: 


May 31, 420 miles; June 1. 400; June 2, 432; June 
3, 400; June 4, 428. his left her 1380 miles to run 
in order to reach Sandy Hook. During the first 
part of the passage she had light winds, but af- 
terward che encountered head winds and a south- 
westerly swell. On June lthe speed of the en- 
gines was lowered. 10 revolutions a minute, and 
on Wednesday morning they were stopped tor 
half an hour. With these exceptions the engines 
worked perfectly. The engineers state that when 
the machinery fete in smoother running order 
the America will attain a higher rate of speed 
than during her recent voyage. She behaved re- 
markably well during the passage, and proved 
herselt an excellent sea boat. Her great width of 
51 feet makes her wonderfully steady. 

She has 13 water-tight buikneads and has been 
built entirely of steel. Her suloon is very beau- 
tifully fitted up and is covered with a large 
arched dome of stained gla-s, which is protected 
on the outside by steel casings. Tbe music-room 
is handsomely finished, and isin a gallery which 
overlooks thersaloon. Along the sides of the 
latter are littie alcoves, which are provided 
with tables for family parties. The ladies’ 
cabin and the smoking-room are both mod- 
els of _ taste. The latter is paneled 
with marble. A patent system of ventilation 1s 
used on the America, which keeps the air of the 
cabin perfectly'fresh. The state-rooms contain 
every facility for comfort, and some of them 
are unusually Jarge. Theship is lighted through- 
out by electricity. There are accommodations 
on board for 300 saloon passengers and 600 immi- 
grants. The steerage extends nearly the 
entire length of the ship, as does also 
a broad promenaas deck for cabin pas- 
sengers. The America carries 10 large life- 
boats. hung in davits. She is provided 
with turtle-back decks foreward andaft. The 
America has all of the latest steam appliances. 
Although she attains a remarkable rate of speed 
she burns less than 160 tons of coal per day. The 
horse power of her engincs is §,500. 

The America will be thrown open for public 
inspection ina few days. Her principal officers 
are Capt. R. W. Grace, First Officer H. Ellis, 
Second Officer James Sime, Third Oficer Wiiliam 
Sumner, Fourth Officer John Murdock, Chief 
Engineer William Dover, Second Engineer 
James Allison, Purser McClure, Surgeon Mor- 
rison, and Chiet Steward Oweps.

END OF THE HORSE SALE. 
A SMALLER ATTENDANCE AND LIGHTER 
BIDDING YESTERDAY. 

Yesterday was the third and last day of 
the American Horse Show Sale, and the sale was 
conducted at the American Horse Exchange, 
Fiitieth-street and Broadway, instead of at the 
Macison-Square Garden. The change of quarters 
did not appear to produce beneficial results. The 
crowd was by no means so large as those of the 
preceding days, and the bidding was, in the 
language of interested parties, **a holy terror.” 
A little excitement was caused by the action of 


Mr. C. Palmer, of Twenty-fourth-street, in rela- 
tion to the horses belonging to him which were 
to be sold by the auctioneer. Mr. Palmer had 10 
horses announced for sale on the catalogue. 
While these animals were being sold, William B. 
Norman, the auctioneer, brand-new from Balti- 
more, noticed that the same man made the bids, 
giving the name of John Davis. It was soon 
nown that Mr. Palmer was “ bidding in” his 
own horses, and he was taxed with so doing. 

“T have a perfect right to bid in my own 
horses,” he shouted. “Ill pay you the commis- 
siononthem. That's all you’ve got to look to.” 

“We don’t want your commission,” retorted 
the Baltimore importation. ‘* When we adver- 
tise an absolute sale and are supposed to give the 
people what they are offered, we propose to do it, 
even if we make less by it. Ageeaee. That's 
the point. Owners probably think we don't 
mean business when they put up their horses. 
But we do, or we'd quit the business altogether.” 
[Applause. 

Seven of Mr. Palmer’s horses had been appar- 
ey | omy ee for $1,585, but as he himself was 
the bidder, they were withdrawn from the list, 
as were also the three others. 

A brown gelding. the property of C. E. My- 
rick. of Staunton, Va., was sold for $280; Kitty 
Strathmore, the property of J. Z. Walling, of 
West Fifty-tourtb-street, brought $265. A dark 
bay gelding owned by D. C. Reed, of Kalamazoo, 
Mich.. fetched $210; a victoria, tne property of 
J.C. Deyo, of Jackson, Mich., $200; a cross- 
matched team, Headlight and Prince, belonging 
tothe same gentieman, $440; Charlie $200, and 
George $225. Cock Robin, owned by August 
Belmont, Jr., was sold for $220. A little pony 
wagon, including pole, shafts, and harness, 
brought $37, while a light buckboard brought 
only $37 50. The Dude, a biack stallion pony, 
was sold for $120. There were 19 horses and 6 
vehicles sold for $3,862. The amount realized 
from the three days’ sale was $36,102. 


THE CHANNEL AT SANDY HOOK. 
WHAT HAS BEEN DONE BY THE CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE COMMITTEE, 


A report was received by the Chamber 
of Commerce yesterday from its Standing Com- 
mittee on the Hafbor and Shipping on the sub- 
ject of the diminution of the draughtjof water at 
Sandy Hook, asshown by the reports instituted 


by Mayor Edson. It said: 


“Thisrapid diminution (exceeding 12 inches in one 
ear) is belleved and admitted by all experts to be 
argely, if not wholly, due to the dumping of refuse 
matt r, street sweepings, &c., in the waters of the har- 
bor and tributary thereto. This committee reported 
to the Chumber some months ago that there existed 
laws enacted by the state which, if carried into force, 
would undoubtedly stop these proceedings, but that so 
far they had been of little value, because of the lack 
ot power to enforce them. and therefore we could not 
recommend a request for any further legislation by the 
State. ‘he report further stated that the powerlessness 
to enforce the law urose from two causes: One thut a 
very important and fats] jurisdiction existed over the 
waters within Sandy Hook, the United States Govern- 
ment having exclusive rights over one portion,the State 
of New-Jersey over a second, and the State of New- 
York a third, and’ hence it was easy to evade the laws 
of either state in turn; also that. it required the 
expenditure of a considerabie sum of money each year 
to properly police the service an‘ to follow and detect 
the offenders in the act, by which process alone it 
seems possible to obtain conviction. It seemed to your 
committee useless to ask, expecting to receive, from 
the State such an appropriation, with any hope of its 
efficient uve. But one remedy seemed to remain, and 
that was un appeal tothe United States Government, 
asking that it assume control of the matter entirely. 

“ Your committee, therefore, in pursuance of that 
conclusion, took advantage of this public survey and 
its deplorable report to appesl to Congress. Accord- 
ingiy they prepared a draft of the bill making the dump- 
ing of al! obstruction matter of uny kind within the 
waters Of the harbor or tributary thereto—except 
within prescribed limits—a misdemeanor, punishable 
with fine or imprisonment or both; also, detining pun- 
ishment for musters and engineers of all tugs engaged 
in such illegal acts, and requiring that before scows or 
other boats loaded with any such matter shall be 
moved from the docks at which they were loaded they 
shall optain permits from the officer (created by the 
bill) defining the precise limits within which alone the 
discharge can bemade. The bill furtherauthorizes the 
President of the United Statesto appoint from the 
United States Engineer Corps an officer acqnuinted 
with the harbor, who is to define the piaces of deposit, 
grant permits,and adopt measures of a nature best 
calculated to prevent such acts and to detect and 
bring to trial the transgressors who hereafter attempt 
to evade the provisions of the law. 

“The bill authorizes also an appropriation of $30,000 to 
carry out the act. ‘his bili has been committed to the 
Hon, 8. 8. Cox, been by him introduced, and referred 
to the Committee on Rivers and Harbors, who evinced 
@ warm interest in it, and before whom your com- 
mittee have placed a strong snd most urgent plea for 
immediate favorable action, und hopes are entertained 
that the bill may be passed this session. 

* Your committee would also report that the bill intro- 
duced by Gen. Slocum, of Brooklyn, asking for an ap- 
propriation of $1,000,000 for operations looking to the 
deepening of the channel has been similarly seconded 
and supported in the name of the Chamber.” 


The report, which was read by A. Foster Hig- 
gins, was adopted. The following were appwint- 
ed aspecial committee to visit Washington in 
the interest of the measures: F, A. Conkling, W. 
D. Morgan, Gustav Schwab, Elihu Spievr, Jr., 
and W. H. Webb. J. O. Ward was made Trustee 
for licensing sailors’ boarding-houses in place 
of W. D. Morgan, resigned.

THE GRAND PARADE OF THE WILLIAMSBURG 


SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 


Under command of Grand Marshal 
Thomas C. Stokes, an army of 18,000 Sunday- 
school children marched and counter-marched 
yesterday on Bedford-avenue, Brooklyn, Eastern 
District, in the presence of twice that number of 
spectators, who lined the sidewalks, crowded the 
stoops, and filled the windows of the houses 
along the route of the parade. It was the twen- 
ty-third anniversary of the Eastern District 
Sabbath-school Association, and the celebration

THE NEW STEAM-SHIP HEKLA. 


THE LATEST ADDITION TO THE THINGVALLA 
OCEAN FLEET. 

The new steam-ship Hekla, of the Thing- 
valla Line, which recently arrived at this port 
from Copenhagen on her first voyage, was in- 
spected yesterday at her dock in Hoboken by a 
party of invited guests. The new vessel was 
built by John Scott & Co., at Greenock-on-the- 
Clyde. Her displacement capacity is 5,700 tons, 
and her carrying capacity is 4,000 tons. Her 


dimensions are: Length, 340 feet; breadth of 
beam, 42 feet, and depth of hold, 30% feet. 
The hold is divided by steel bulkheads into 
eight water-tight compartments, The engines 
are compound, of 2,500 indicated horse power. 
There are four boilers, with 12 furnaces. A 
working pressure of 90 prunes to the square 
inch is allowed. The Hekia is provided with all 
the newly invented steam appliances, and hasa 
patent telegraph apparatus made by Chadburn 
& Son, of Liverpool]. Her steam steering ap- 
paratus is of the Muire & Caldwell patent. The 
saloon is elegantly fitted up, and contains ac- 
commodations for 40 first class passengers, 
In the intermediate department are berths for 24 
passengers, and over 800 immigrants can be ac- 
commodated in the steerage. There are hospi- 
tals on board, with berths for 32 patients. Eight 
life-boats hang from davits on the upper deck. 
Fg) men ang Officers of the Hekla are Capt. A. 
G.*Thomsen, Chief Officer A. G. Salling, and 
Chief Engineer H. Raabye. G. C. Mariager. of 
No. 21 State- street, is the passenger agent of the 
Thingvalla Line. 
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POMPTON’S FINANCIAL TROUBLES. 
Pompton Township, N. J., is in a bad 
way financially. In 1870 the township was 
bonded to theamount of $100,000to aid the Mont- 
clair Railway, income bonds of the railway for 
an equal sum being exchanged for the township 
bonds. The latter were bought by the Cooper 
Union of this city, as part of its invested funds. 
The railway never paid any interest on its bonds, 


and in the course of time the Cooper Union 
brought suit against the township for the inter- 
est on its bonds. Payment was resisted, and the 
case was carried to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, which decided that the township 
must pay. Then the people voted to issue $140,- 
000 of 4 per cent, bonds to pay the old ones, with 
interest, and the Cooper Union was expected to 
take the new bonds. The proposed tax levy made 
the tax rate something like8 per cent., and man 
of the ple refused to pay more than enoug 
taxes defray the usual expenses. In this 
dilemma a happy expedient was resorted to. 
The people argued that the Montclair Railway 
was built and the township aid was given to 
benefit Cooper & Hewitt, whose mines, it was as- 
sumed, were the showy ag beneficiaries. Hence, 
it was argued, Cooper & Hewitt ought to pay xu 
bigger share of the taxes, and the valuation of 
that tirm was raised from $90,000 to $250,000, and 
the vaiuation of the township from $647,800 in 
18#1 to $845,000 in 1882, the rest of the increase 
being apportioned to the Pompton Steel and 
Iron Works. Cooper & Hewitt resisted, and a 
great deal of testimony was taken. The Su- 
preme Court of New-Jersey yesterday decided 
to fix the valuation at $140,000, which the com- 
pany had offered to accept. Of course, the at- 
tempt of the township to coerce Cooper & Hew- 
itt into paying heavier taxes stopped al! negotia- 
tions with the Cooper Union in a to the 
new issue of bonds, and ro tax has been levied 
for the past two years for payment of any part 
of the debt. To add to the difticulties, a former 
Tax Collector is about $5,009 “short”? in his ac- 
counts, and the township owes that much to the 
county. 


MRS. IRVINE NOT BLAMED 
The Rey. Mr. and Mrs. Irvine, of Wood- 
side, who were tried on Wednesday last in the 
Court of Quarter Sessions, at Newark, N. J., ona 
charge of having cruelly treated the boys, Frank 
and Harry Redding, were triumphantly ac- 


quitted. Before opening the case the prose- 
cutor said he was satisfied there was no evidence 
to secure a conviction of Mr. Irvine, and a nolle 
Frosequi was entered in his case. Mrs. Irvine 
was then tried. She testified in her own defense 
that the children had been well and properly 
cared for, and had received no crue! or improper 
treatment during the time they were with her, 
which was three anda half years, and that she re- 
ceived no pay for keeping them except $8 or $9 
sent to her by their father. She was corroborated 
in her testimony by Mr. Irvine and many other 
respectable witnesses. She had received no pay 
for keeping any other children. The jury, after 
an absence of 10 minutes, returned with a verdict 
of acquittul. Mrs. Irvine was warmly congratu- 
lated on the result.
